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Se mF TER Efex had paffed 
ya fome days in the folitude 
A and refieétion of a prifon, 
‘. i his proud heart was at 
laft fubdued, not by the 
ieee r’ fear of death, bot by <n 
fentiments of teligion ; 
principle which he had before dotagted 
to make the inftrument of his ambition, 
but. which now took a more firm hold of 
his mind, and prevailed over. every other 
motive and confideration.. His fpiritual 
dire@orgs perfuaded him, that) he never 
could obtain the pardon of heaven, unlefs 
he difclofed every particular of his difloy- 
alty. Great pains were taken to. draw 
from him very large and full confeffions. 
To effe& this was not difficult,.as he was 
truly and fincerely pious ; and being once 
perfuaded that his projets were of a trea- 
fonable kind, made it a point of confcience 
to difclofe all he Knew, though this was 
highly prejudicial to his fiends, and could 


do himfelf no fervice; which, indeed, 
Ostcher, 1762,

he neither “appeared to defign or defire, 

Politicians, who had nothing but felf- 
intereft in view, which if ance promoted, 
they had neither confidetation por pity for 
others, were the authors of thefe pradices, 
by which the honefty of Effex was render- 
ed fatal even to his laft breath, They 
hoped, by his confeffion, effeQually to efta- 
biith the truth of his plot, increafe the 
number of its circumftances, heighten the 
apparent danger of its confequences, and 
thereby furnifh plentiful materials for pro- 
clamations, fermons, and declarations 5 
which might remove from the unhappy 
eafl all means of obtaining mercy, excite 
im the queenthe utmoft horfor, and at the 
fame time terrify her with difmal appre- 
henfions ; while the nation in general 
fhould be aftonifhed, and their affe€tion for 
the unhappy fufferer cooled, or, at Tealt, 
confounded. They alfo hoped from hence 
to derive evidence againft the chief of lie 
adherents, many of them of great quality, 
and fome of great fortunes. ‘Shefe they in- 
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tended to let efcape oot of the briars ; 
neverthelefs, with this provifo, that they 
left their fleéces behind them. In all thefe 
points they were but too fucceféful, and 
rendered highly profitable to themfelves 
that clemency which their royal miftrefs 
would have extended freely. : 
Amongtt others, thefe felf-interefted, 
mercenary, courtiers, fent to the earl of 
Effex, was one Afhton, a clergyman that had 
been preacher in his houfe ; a man of bafe 
and narrow grinciples, but who, by a for- 
mal thew of zeal, had ingratiated hitfelf 
into the efteem of Effex, at all times eafy 
to be deceived by an appearance of that 
religion which he really practifed bimfelf. 
Aihton found the earl chearful, and pre- 
gared with -refignation for. bis end. He 
addrefied himfelf to this nobleman in the 
moft abrupt manner, told him he was un- 
teignedly forry to fee no more fenfe in him, 
of thofe great and fearful fins into which 
he had fallen, whereby he had difhonour- 
ed God, fhamed his profetfion, offended his 
fovereign, and covered himfeif with notes 
of infamy, and tle detefation cf mankind. 
He faid, he had now manifefted to the 
world that all his fhow of religion was mere 
bypecrify ; that he was in heart either an 
atheif@ cr papift, which plainly appeared 
jo that all his inftremente, followe:s, and 
favourers, «été of this quality, moft of 
them men of no means, bafe perfons whom 
he had raifed, or fuch as had lewdly ccn- 
fomed theirown patiithony. ‘And if there 
were any of better condition for their 
Mate, yet thefe were either recufant, or 
foch as were difcontented with the govern- 
ment : fo that the badnefs of both bis caufe 
and aG4ons declared itfelf in that not one 
man, but of the fpecies before- mentioned, 
took his part or approved his courfes. 
Moreover, that, however he might colour 
it with other pretences, his end was an 
ambitious feeking of the crown, the hope 
of-which, for their own raifing, made thofe 
men follow, animate, and applaud him. 
« Therefore, in fine, I will fay to you (faid 
this hired reviler) as Jofhea did to Achan, 
for you have difhonoured God more than 
ever he did, give glory to God, and make 
confeffion of your faults ; for, as Solomon 
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hides his fins thay 

© thefe words he added many 

more full of gall, bitternefs, and rancour, 


faith, he 
profper.’ , 


Effex was amazed, In Afhton he had 
expeted a comforter ; not a bitter, flan- 
derous, accufer. After a fad and filent 
paufe, the earl faid, be had laid gri¢vous 
things to bis charge; of which, if he could 
not with truth free and clear himfelf, he 
might juftly be accounted one of the un. 
worthieft creatures upon earth, He affured 
Afhton, the very thought that thefe reports 
fhould be believed in the world, was more 
grievous than a thoufand deaths, Con. 
cerning his religion, he declared he had al- 
ways abhorred atheifm and fuperftition, be. 
lieving im the ttue God, and defiting to 
ferve him in that form’ of worffiip profef. 
fed and maintained by the church of Eng- 
land ; in which, from his infancy, he had 
been brought up, and had conftantly 
holden the profeffion of to that day. He 
acknowledged in thofe public fervices 
wheicin he had been employed, he had 
ufed men ot fundry qualities ; but how 
much foever he loved the valour and faith. 
fulnefs of the irreligious, he was always 
giieved at their failings, and negieéted no 
Opportunity to biing them to a due fenfe 
of thefe. Tothe crown he folemnly pro« 
tetted he never afpired, even in thought ; 
and he praifed God, he was not fo carelefs 
of his eternal welfare, as, by feeking a 
crown on earth—to which he had no 
title, to deprive bis foul of a crown in 
heaven, whiere his hopes were firm afd 
jure: nor was he ignorant what fuccefs 
Ged, in his juftice, had taid upon fuch am- 
bitious courfes, in ages pait. But being a 
principal member im the commonwealth, 
he could. not but fee and feel the n ifery 
that was fo near unto his country, by the 
great power of fuch as were known indted 
to be atheifts *, papifts,and penfioners tc the 
mortal enemies of his country. He knew 
himfelf bound in confcience as_ a Chriftian, 
to prevent the fubverfion of religion ; and 
as an Englithman, to have regard to his 
native country. The only means to turn 
away thefe ‘evils, he faid, was to procure 
his accefs to her majefty, with whom he 
affyred ltimfelf to have had a gracious

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hearing, that might have tended to the 
infinite happinefs of the ftate, both in re- 
moving evil inftruments from about her 
perfon, in fettling a fucceffion for the 
crown, preventing a Spanith fervitude, 
and faving many thoufand Englifhmen's 
lives, “No, no, Mr. Afhton, faid Eifex, 
in conclufion, I never defired other con- 
dition than the ftate of a fubje@ ; but then 
only to my fovereign, and not to bafe and 
unworthy vafflals under her.” 

Afiton replied, thefe were general 
fpeeches, refembling thofe he had ufed at 
his arraignment, and not more to be cre- 
dited, He faid, his lordthip muft con- 
fider he was leaving this world; that he 
had indeed experienced a fentence of death 
here, but knew not what it was to ftand 
before the judgemens-feat of God, and to 
receive the decree of eternal condemnation. 
He advifed him therefore to abandon all 
glorious pretences, and to free his confci- 
ance from the burti.en of his grievous fins: 
for, in fhort, he protefted he could not be- 
lieve his lordthip had‘ any other defign 
than that he had firft told Kim, or could 
name one man, other than fuch as he had 
mentioned, that had been either advifer, 
perfuader, or approver, of his putpofes. 
Neither did he fee any reafon, why he, the 
watchman over his foul, fhould not as well 
have been advifed of thofe things, if they 
had been fo, as any other. 

The earl, in great grief and with many 
tears, anfwered, he could not marvel! that 
his proteftations were difbclieved of his 
enemies, when they fo little prevailed with 
aman of his quality. But, he faid, he 
could relate to him, that was a minifter and 
preacher of the gofpel, and meffenger of 
God, at this his laft end, fuch particula:s as 
would confirm his words beyond the pof- 
fibility of doubt. Effex then confeffed to 
this hireling tool, his defign of fettling the 
fucceffion by act of parliament on the king 
of Scotland, as the true and indubitable 
heir after her majefly; and named many 
perfons of religion, honour, and ftate, that 
were engaged in the fame fcheme. Afhton 
having attentively marked the words of 
[ifex, replied, thefe were great matters 
which his lordship had opened to him, and 
their concealment might affect his life. 
He declared himfelf bound in allegiance 
to reveal them; befiies that, their publi- 
cation might give fatisfa@iion to many 
that held the fame opinion of his condu& 
which he had dome; and further, that 
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fome danger to her majefty's perfon ought 
‘afierwards arife from the practices of fome 
of them, or of their inftruments: the ber- 
cen of which the earl’s own foul muft bear, 
if be had it in his power to, and did nor, 
prevent it; befides that, he himfelf thould 
be a witne(s againgt him as towhat he had 
{poken. 

Being thus exiremely urged, this vn- 
happy nobleman made a plain and public 
confeffion of his intentions to have eftas 
blithed the king of Scots title to the fuc- 
ceffion, with the affifttance of many of the 
worthieft perfons in the nation: but the 
names of thefe were not difclofed to the 
public, left any danger fhou!d arife to the 
perfon of the queen from the extreme of- 
tence fuch a procedure would have created. 
But this was not enough: every day his 
ghoftly directors continued to alarm his 
mind with the terrors of everlafting con- 
demnation, which nothing, they faid, could 
avert but a fincere repentance, an horrid 
deteftation of his paft behaviour, and an 
open difcovery to the world of. his whole 
condu&, Tired at length with repeated 
folicitations, and terrified with gloomy 
apprehenfions, the haplefs earl of Lilex 
gave in to the council, befides the whole 
fum of what be had confeffed to Aihton, 


“concerning his correfpondence with the 


king of Scotland, an account of all his 
criminal defigns. He fpared nor even his 
moft intimate friends, fuch as lord Mount- 
joy, whom he had engaged in thefe con- 
{piracies ; and he fought to pacify his pre- 
fent remorfe, by making fuch atonements, 
as, in any other period of his life, he would 
have deemed more blameable than thofe 
attempts themfelves, which were the ob- 
jedts of his penitence. Sir Harry Neville 
he accufed of a correfpondence with the 
confpirators ; though that gentleman was 
no farther criminal than in not revealing 
the earl’s treafon: an office to which 
every man of honour naturally bears the 
ftrongeft reluQance. Neville was thrown 
into prifon, and underwent a fevere per 

fecution: but as the queen found Mount- 
joy a very able and (uccefsfu} commander, 
fhe continued him in his government of 
Ireland, and facrificed her refentment to 
the public fervice. 

Thus did the enemies of the -ear! of 
Effex avail themfelves of that extreme 
tendernefs he expreifed for his reputation 
with pofte ivy, as to the innocency of his 
intention with rfpe@ wo tue e own, ad 
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of that folemn tindture of religion fo con- 
fpicuous in his character, to work him to 
the greateft blemith of his life ; the dif- 
covery of the abettors of his rafh defigns. 
This was alone a fault that did not flow 
from the noblenefs of his nature, but from 
a miftakeo notion of piety. 

Ehzabeth affeéted extremely the praife 
of clemency ; and in every great example, 
which fhe had made during her reign, fhe 
had always appeared full of seluétance 
and hefitation: but the prefent fituation 
of Eff_x called forth all her tender affeo- 
tions, and kept her in the moft real agita- 
tion and irrefolution, She felt a perpetu- 
al combat between refentment and incli- 
nation, pride and compaffion, the care of 
her own fafety, and concern for her favou- 
rite; and her fituation during this inter- 
val, was perhaps more an object of pity, 
than that to which Effex himfelf was re- 
duced. She could not bring herfelf to 
confign into the hands of the executioner, 
aman who had once poffeffed her favour 
fo intire!y, without a painful ftruggle be- 
tween her prefent anger for his late mif- 
conduét, and that antient love fhe bore ta 
him. The diftrefs to which he was now 
reduced, tended naturally to foften the 
former, while it revived the latter with 
new tencernefs ; and the interceffion of 
one faithful friend, who had intereft with 
the queen, might perhaps have faved his 
Ife, and have procured him that remif- 
fion, which, of herfel’, fhe was afhamed to 
grant. Butthis generous nobleman had 
at thattime no fuch friend. His enemies 
guarded every avenue to the court, and 

* prevented the fofteft whifper in his favour 
being wafted to Elizabeth. They told her, 
that he himfc!f defired t» die, and had de- 
claréd, that the could never be in fafety 
while he lived. It is likely that this proof 
of penitence, and of concern for her, wou!d 
have operated a contrary éffect to what 
they intend-d, and. revived all that fond 
aFection which the liad fo tong indulged to 
the unhappy prifoner. But Elizabeth, fo- 
Jicited ince‘Tantly by her minifters, and of- 
fended with the fuppofed chftinacy and 
haughtinefs of Divx, in never making, a3 
The hourly expe@-d, any application to 

her for mercy and forgivenefs, at laf fien 
ed the warrant for his. xecution. Nofocner 
had the done this, than the countermanded 
it. She again refolved on his death, and 
felt a mewreturn of tendernefs. At lait 
her incignation at finding no requeft mace 
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by the unhappy earl, notwithftanding the 
apparent probability of fuccefs that mut 
have attended it, induced her to give an 
abfolute confent to his execution. 

On Ath-Wednefday he was brought to 
the fcaffold, ere€ted within the Towe, 
agreeable to his own requeft. He 
was apprehenfive, be faid, left Feb. 25. 
the favour and compaffion of the 
people would too much raife his heart in 
thofe moments, when humiliation, under 
the afflicting hand of heaven, was the only 
proper fentiment which he ought to in- 
dulge. The queen, doubtlefs, thought that 
prudence required the removal of fo me- 
lancholy a fpetacle from the public eye. 

Effex appeared in a fuit of black-fattin ; 
and after.having made an obeifance to the 
fpeftators, confeffed his fins with marks of 
uncommon forrow and contrition ; but 
however great thefe might be, he folemn- 
ly protefted he could boaft a heart uncor- 
rupt, and unpolluted with one difloyal 
thought towards his fovereign. However 
criminal his rath defigns had been, he vow- 
ed to the Author of all Truth, that in this 
refpe&t they were perfectly untainted and 
unfpotted, His behaviour denoted the 
greateft penitence ; and he willingly ac- 
knowledged the juftice of the fentence by 
which he was to fuffer. He refigned 
himfelf entirely to the dire€tion of the 
divines who attended him ; and after fer 
exercifes of devotion, kneeling down, he 
fubmitted his neck to the executioner on 
the block, who with three flrokes fevered 
his head from his body. 

There were prefent at this fad fcene, the 
earls of Cumberland and Hertford, the 
lord-vifcount Bindon, the lords Howard, 
Darcy, Compton, and Morely, with many 
other perfons of diftinction. Sir Walter 
Raleigh from a window of the armoury 
beheld the execution; at which he was 
greatly affected and thed many tears : tho’ 
by this ation he much encreafed the ge- 
neral hatred he already laboured under. 
It was faid he had no other purpofe than 
to feaft his eyes with the death of his 
enemy ; and no apology, which hie could 
make for fo exceptionable a circumftance 
of conduct, could be accepted by the 
public. 

Thus died Robert Devereux earl of Efi x, 
once the minion of fortune, and always the 
darling of the people. Through his whole 
life he was truly a patriot; high!y regard- 
ful of bis fovereign’s henour, and no lefs 
zcalqua 
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zealous for the fervice of his country. He 
valued himfelf in having loft a father, a 
brother, and fpent great part of his fub- 
fiance, in the caufe of both. His 

were high but honourable ; and the dif- 
ficulties with which they were embarraffed, 
feemed rather to invite than deje@& him. 
He felt not the funthine only, but the 
dew of the court. The lord treafurer 
Buckhurft, no enemy to the earl of Effex, 
computed that he received in grants, 
gratuities, and places, the amount of three 
hundred thoufand pounds; but as he re- 
ceived this from, fo he fpent it for, the 
public: not in thews and idle entertain- 
ments, but for the moft noble purpofes. 
If he appeared covetous, it was that he 
might be generous ; for, to his eternal ho- 
nour, the approaches of learning he ever 
met with grace and patronage, of merit 
with protection and rewards, of want 
with affiftance and relief. His fovereign’s 
favour he loft often; the fidelity of his 
friends, and the affection of the nation, 
never. Not only a lover of learned men, 
he was himfelf well verfed in fcience and 
literature. He wrote with that facility 


which is the true mark of genius; with 
that clofenefs and perfpicuity, which is 


the happieft fruit of learning ; and that 
noble fimplicity, which is the charaGeriftic 
ofa great mind. Sincere in his friend- 
fhip, but too incautious in choofing his 
friends aright ; found in his morals, with 
fome fmall alloy of gallantry ; entirely af- 
fected to the Proteftant religion, of which 
he had the jufteft notions, alike defpifing 
the meannefs of fuperftition, and the folly 
of infidelity. 

This unhappy nobleman was but thirty- 
four years of age, when his rafhnefs, im- 
prudence, and violence, brought him to 
his untimely end. We muft here, as in 
many other inftances, lament the incon- 
flancy of human nature, that a perfon 
endowed with fo many noble virtues, ge- 
nerofity, fincerity, friendthip, valour, elo- 
quence, and indufiry, fhould in the latter 
period of his iife have given fuch reins to 
his ungovernable paffions, as involved not 
only himfelf but many of his friends in 
utter ruin, The queen's tendernefs and 
paffion, as it was the caufe of thofe pre- 
mature honours which he attained, feems 
on the whole the chief circumflance that 
brought on his deRtruQion. Confident of 
her partiality towards him, as well as of 
hig gwn merit, he treated her with @ 
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haughtinefs, which neither her love nor 
her dignity could bear; and as her amo- 
rous inclinations, in fo advanced an age, 
would naturally make her appear ridice- 
lous, if not hateful, in his eyes, he was 
engaged, by an imprudent opennefs of 
which he made profeffion, to difcover too 
eafily thofe fentiments to her jealous pride. 
The many reconciliations and returne of 
affeion, of which he had ftill made ad- 
vantage, encouraged him to venture on 
new provocations, until he pufhed her be- 
yond all bounds of patience ; and he for- 
got, that, though the fentiments of the 
woman were ever ftrong in her, thofe of 
the fovereign had fill in the end appear- 
ed predominant, To fum up his charaGter 
in a few words: he was a nobleman of 
very excellent and amiable qualities ; 
brave, liberal, and humane ; the patron of 
learning ; a warm friend, and an avowed 
eremy. His foibles were vanity, ambi- 
tion, and an impetuofity of temper, by 
which he fell a facrifice to the artful in- 
trigues of thofe who dreaded his power, 
and envied his good fortune. As to his 
perfon, he was tall, and his countenance 
remarkably pleafing. His face was more 
comely than beautiful, his air rather mar- 
tial than courtly. In drefs he was care- 
lefs, and very little addiéted to trifling di- 
verfions of any kind. There was a feri- 
oufnefs in his manner that commanded 
refpect at all times; and the goodnefs of 
his heart was vifible in his very features, 
which ftruck a kind of awe and venera- 
tion into every beholder, 

By his wife Frances, daughter of Sir 
Francis Walfingham, he left one fon, Ro- 
bert, who was reftored by James I. to his 
hereditary honours, and became the famous 
general of the parliamentary forces in the 
civil wars: and two daughters, France:, 
who married William, earl and marquis of 
Hertford, afterwards cuke of Samerfet ; 
and Dorothy, who became the wife of Sir 
Henry Shirley of Stanton-Harold, in the 
county of Leicefler, baronet, anceflor to 
the prefent ear! Ferrers, and after his de- 
ceafe, efpowfed William Stafford of Plather- 
wyck, in the county of Northampton, Efq. 
The earl of Fitex left alfo, by Mrs. South- 
well, a natural fon named Walter. 

The wnfortunate fecretary of Effex, 
Henry Cuffe, together with Sir Charles 
Danvers, Sir Chriftcnher Blount, Sir Gelly 
Merrick, Sir John Davis, and many others 
of the carl’s ailociates, were tried and cone 
demned, 















































































































































ro 
deraned. Coffe made a fpirited defence ; 
and in the courfe of his trial received the 
mot fcurrilous treatment from Sir Edward 
Coke, the attorney-general, whofe great 
abilities were fuliied by the narrow pre- 
_judices of a mind unenlarged with noble 
and humane principles. As Henry Cuffe 
was regarded as the principal author of 
chis fatal confpiracy, and a man of dange- 
yous capacity, he was hanged at Tyburn, 
with Sir Gelly Merrick *. His Courage 
and fleadinefs were not lefs confpicuous 
at his death than at his arraignment. He 
declared himfelf to the fpeftators ina 
{peech that was worthy of him: ‘‘1 am 
brought hither, faid he, to pay my laft debt 
to nature ; and to fuffer for crimes com- 
mitted againft God, my prince, and my 
country: and as J cannot but difcern the 
infinite juflice of heaven, when I refiect 
on the multitude of my offences, fo can I 
as little doubt, that the feverity of my 
punithment will make way for my acmif- 
fion into the embraces of mercy, Weare 
expofed here as fad fpectacles and inftances 
of human frailty. The death we are to 
undergo carrieth a frighttul afpect, (for 
even the beft of men defire life) befides 
that it is as full of ignominy as of terror. 
However, it hath been the portion of the 
beft of faints, with whom I affuredly hope 
to rife again in Chrift, Not that I would 
be thought by any one to depend upon my 
own merits, which I abfolutely difcard, 
but I place my entire truft and confidence 
in the atonement of my Saviour’s blood---,”” 
In conclufion, he faid, ** There is no body 
can be ignorant what a wild commotion 
hath been Jately raifed, by a particular 
great, but unadvifed earl, I do here call 
God, his angels, and my own confcience, 


to witnefs, that I was not in the leaft con- ° 


cerned therein, but remained fhut up in the 
houfe on that whole day, where I fpent 
my time in very melancholy refleCions.”” 
Here he was interrupted, and advifed not 
to difguife the truth by diftinGions, or pal 
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liate. his, crime by fpecious pretences, 
fince, though he might mot have been 
concerned in the infurre€tion, he had been 
convicted of other matters equally crimi. 
nal. He then confeffed it was a crime as 
black as treafon, for a fubje€, who hath 
Joh his prince’s favour, to force his way 
to the royal prefence ; and concluded with 
afking Sir Henry Neville’s pardon, whom 
he moft fincerely lamented to have beeg 
the inftrument of bringing into danger ; 
explaining alfo fome cited that had 
been mifreprefented --Having concluded his 
devotions, wherein he prayed with great 
fervour, he delivered himfelf to the execu- 
tioner, and died with great conftancy and 
magnanimity. He was aman of exquifiie 
learning, fays Camden, and of a penetra- 
ting, but feditious and crooked wjt. His 
abilities were certainly very great, but his 
fpirit too haughty and turbulent to live 
himfelf in peace, or fuffer others, 

Sir Charles Danvers, and Sir Chriftopher 
Blount, were foon afterwards bebeaded. 
Sir John Davis, John Littleton, and fome 
others, were ‘pardoned, Sir Edmund 
Bainharn died in prifon. The life of the 
earl of Southampton was with great dif- 
ficulty fpared. He was detained in the 
Tower till the acceffion of king James ; 
by whom he was fet at liberty, and re- 
ftored in blood by aét of parliament. 

The king of Seots, apprehenfive that 
his correfpondence with Effex was difco- 
vered, and might have given offence to 
Elizabeth, fent the earl of Mar, and the 
lord Kinlofs, as ambaffadors to England, 
in order to congratulate the queen on her 
efcape from the late infurreétion and con- 
fpiracy, She affeéted to take the compli- 
ment in good part ; and was even prevail- 
ed upon to add two thoufand pounds 
a-year to the annuity he already received 
from her. During their refidence in Eng- 
land they managed his affairs fo dexte- 
roufly, that the majority of the council 
was won over to his intereft; and they

When he was firft informed of the earl’s con- 


seffions, he was ftruck motionlefs with furprize ; and in an interview with that noble- 
man, who patfionately exhorted him to confefs as he had done, and added, “ I muft 
tell you plainly, my difoyalty hath been wholly owing to your advice,” the fecretary 
yemonfirated to the earl, tor the unkind treatment both he and all his friends had re- 
ceived by his difcoveries ; and in a few words reprefented to him the weakoefa and 
Jevity of his conduct, in thus betraying them through an ¢e:Toncous principle of

fall of Effex, was uncontrouled, and who 
was refolved by this policy, to acquire, in

death of Effex, by putting an end to faction, 
had been tather favourable than prejudicial 
to the fecutity of the king of Scotland's 
fueceffion. 

The queen at firft carried her refent- 
ment fo far, as to have a fermoff preached 
at St. Paul's to blacken the miemiory of 
the unfortunate Effex; not content with 
the forfeit of his life which he had paid, 
But when her indignation fubfided, and 
time wore away the remembrance of his 
offences, the’ recolletion of all his virtues 
returned with greater force, and her an- 
cient tendernefs revived. © Stie became 
penfive 2nd melancholy, and never heard 
his name mentioned without tears or 
fighing. “But fome very remarkable in- 
cidents happened, which not only entirely 
renewed her affection, tut filled her with 
the deepeft forrow for the confent fhe had 
unwanly given to his execution. 

The eai! of Effex, after his return from 
the fortunate expedition againft Cadiz, ob- 
ferving the imcreafe of the qadeen"s fond 
attachment towards him, took occafion to 
regret that the neceffity of her fervice re- 
quired him often to be abfert from her 
petfon, and expofed him to all thofe ill 
offices whiclt his enemies, more affiduous 
in theit attendance, could praétife againft 
tim. She was moved with this tender 
jealoufy ; and making him the prefent of 
ating, defired him to keep that pledge of 
her affection, and affured him tha: in whar- 
ever difgrace he fhould fall, whatever pre- 
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_ judices the’ might be induced to enterfain

the negle& of it to his invincible obitinacy, 
was, after much delay, and many internal 
confli&s, pufhed by refentment and policy, 
to fign the warrant for his execution +. 
The countefs of Nottingham falling into 
a ficknefs, and finding her end approaching, 
was feized with remorfe for her condué, 
She fent a meffige to the queen, defiring to 
fee her majefty to reveal fomething to her 
of the utmoft importance; without dif- 
covering which fhe could not die in peace. 
The queen haftened to her chamber 5 the 
countefs with grief and terror then difclofed 
the fatal feeret ; and earrieftly be- 
fought her majetty’s pard&n for her 
crime. Elizabeth, ftruck domb 
with amazement ahd horrér, could for 
fome time give no utterance to her 
words. She then raved,and ran about the 
room like a frantic. She now faw bath

She rejected all confola- 
tion. She refufed food and fuftenance ; 
and throwing herfelf on the floor, remain- 
ed filent and immoveable, feeding her 
thoughts with her afflictions, and declaring 
life and exiftence an infufferable burthen 
to her, Few words the uttered, and they 
were all expreffive of fome inward grief 
fhe cared not to reveal: but fighs and 
groans were the chief vent the gave to 
her defpondency ; and thefe, though they 
difcovered her forrows, were never able 
to eafe or abate them.

With the moft noble qualities that eves 
adorned a throne, this great princefs was 
deficient in that foftnefs of difpofition 
lenity of temper, and amiable weakneffes, 
by which her fex is diftinguifhed.

ther removed from a fpecies of feverity, 
fometimes bordering upon cruelty, would 
have been requifite to have formed a per- 
fe&t charaGter, Her paffions were violent ; 
and the could not at all times keep them 
in due fubje€tion. However treafonable 
the attempt of the earl of Effex was, his 
impotence was manifeft by the failure of 
his infurretion ; and there feemeth to have 
been no neceffity to have deprived him of 
life. Neverthelefs, we fhould not be fur- 
prized at her conduct, when it is confider- 
ed, that, befides the very great provocations 
fhe had received, Elizabeth was furround-, 
ed by the enemies of Effex, who never 
ceafed to inflame her refentment, and fo 
plied her with the abfurd argument, that 
her fafety depended on his death, that fhe 
fearce had leifure to give {cope to her own 
fentiments or refieétions, or to view any 
other than the unfavourable fide of Effex's 
behaviour, Her fubfequent contrition 
fhewed the fincerity of her repentance,

how generally believed that grief for the ceath of Efex was the chief occafion 
of her extreme forrow. This anecdote of the ring was firft publifhed by Ofvorne, in 
his Memoirs of Elizabeth, and afterwards confirmed by the teftimony of De Maurier. 
Neverthelefs, it remained ftill doubtful, antil Dr, Birch, with indefatigable pains, collec- 
ted many circumflances, till then unknown, which cvinced the reality of it beyond a 
doubt. Some original papers remain, which alfo prove that the queen’s anxiety was 
commonly believed at the time to proceed from this caufe. Effex had been beheaded 
two years before her death, and there feems to have been no other reafon, but that 
which we have affigned, why her forrow fhould revive with fo much violence at fo 
great a diftance of time, As the death of the countefs of Nottingham happened about 
a fortnight before the death of Elizabeth, the coincidence of the events, tegether with 
the other evidence, leaves no room to doubt of the probability of this affair. The only 
objection of the queen's attachment to Effex, arifes from her great age. But the force 
of this.is removed by the numerous particulars related in this life ; and in the appendix, 
proving the reality of Elizabeth’s paffion. Dr. Robertfon and Mr. Hume have admitted 
this Rory of the ring into their excclient hiftories. After mentioning fuch great au- 


thorities, it would be ridiculous to make any apology for inferting it here.

Bacon, an Apology of the Farl of Effex 
azainf thofe which falfely and malicicufly take 
bim to be the only bindrance of the peace and 
guict of bis country; reprinted in 1729, un- 
der the title of The Earl of Effex’s Vindica- 
tion of the War with Spain. ‘Thefe pieces 
have been already taken notice of, Advice 
to the Earl ef Rutland for bis Travels, 

Verfes in bis Trouble, ikewife Meditations. — 
A Letter of great Energy, with a Sonnet to the 
Queen, inferted at large in this life—— 
Another Sonnet, fung before the Queen, by one 
Hales, in whofe voice the took fome 
pleafure. Je was oceafioned by a difco- 
very that Sir Fulke Greville, his feeming 
friend, had proje&ted to plant the lord 
Southampton in the queen’s favour in the 
room of Effex, daring one of his eclipfes. 
Sir Henry Wotton mentions a compofi- 
tion of the earl of Effex, entitled, iis Dar- 
ling Piece of Lowe and Self-love ; but gives 
no account ot what it was. In 1643, 
there was publifhed a piece under this title; 
A precious and moft divine Letter from that 
famous, and ever to be renowned, Earl of 
Ejj:x, [Father to the now lord general bis 
Excellency) to the Earl of Southampton, in the 
darter end of queen Elinabeth’s reign. Ut is 
printed in Cogan’s collection of lord 
Sommers’s Traéts. A Letter to the Lord 
Chamberlain from the eail of Effex, is alfo 
to be met with in Howard's colleétion of 
papers. Some of his /etters in beautiful 
Latin, to the celebrated Antonio Perez, 
are publifhec among the Bacon papers. But 
of all his compofitions, the moft excelienr, 
and in many refpeéts equal to the perfor- 
mances of the greateft geniufes, is a lang 
letter to the queen from Ireland, which 
we find is to be feen at large in the papers 
of the lord chancellor Bacon, ftating the 
ituation of that country in a moft mafter-

ly manner, both as a general and ftatef. 
man, and concluding with ftrains of the 
tendereft eloquence on finding himfelf fo 
unhappily expofed to the artifices of his 
enemies during his abfence. It cannot 
fal to excite admiration, that a man 
ravithed from all improvement and re- 
fiechon at the age of feventeen, to be 
hurled, perverted, fondled, dazzled, in a 
court, fhould, notwithftandine, have 
{matched fuch opportunities of cultivating 
his mind and underftanding! In another 
letter from Ireland he faid, movingly, “I 
provided for this fervice a breaft-plate, 
but not a cuirafs ; that is, 1am armed on 
the breaft, but not on the back :"’ alluding 
to the attempts of the open enemy in the 
field, and of his difguifed foes at 
home. Dr. Birch has a volume of letters 
manufcript, containing fome of the earl's, 
and others addreffed to him. Befides thefe, 
we have great variety in the Cabala, and 
among Bacon’s papers, of the earl’s occa- 
fional letters, written in a flile as nervous 
as the beft compofitions of that age; an& 
as eafy and flowing as thofe of the prefenr. 
The vehement friend, the bold injured 
enemy, the ftatefman, and the fine gentle 
man are confpicuous in them. Speaking 
in one of his letters of Philip I). king of 
Spain, “1 will teach that proud king to 
know,"’ faid he: but queen Elizabeth, as 
much reafon as fhe had to hate the Spa- 
nith monarch, could not endure the earl's 
affuming fuch arrogance againft a crowned 
head ; and his enemies did not fail to re 
mind the queen of this, and of the earl's 
contempt of monarchy to flatter the Dutch, 
at a time when the feelings of humanity 
required kind interceffors, mot Rirrers up 
Of ancient animoiities: but revenge, in- 
tereft, and ingratitude, have too often 
ftained the faireft fervices and greateft 
abilities. How formidable an enemy the 
eail of Effex was, appeared in the court of 
Spain’s attempt to poifon him, when the 
greateft offers could not bribe him from 
his duty. And as he fupported the ene- 
mies of the Spaniard, he endeavoured 
to difpofiefs the Pope of the dutchy of 
Ferrara ; fending the famous Sir An:hony 
Shirley to promote the interefts of a 
baftard of the houfe of Efte. The earl’s 
intelligences, his fpies, his penGoners in 
3 VU foreign 
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Yoreign courts, were as numerous as the 
Poafted informations of Sir Francis Wal- 
Sngham. His munificence was unbownd- 
€d. What fums did the houfe of Bacon 
ebtain from him! Spenfer he buried ; and 
that brave foldier, Sie Roger Williams, fe 
brought to a religious and penitent death. 
But what deferved moft, and muft have 
drawn the queen's affection to him, was 
his extremce attention to the fecurity of 
her perfon: each year he promoted fome 
aéts of parliament for the defence of it; 
and alone perfifted in unravelling the 
mytterious treafons of her phyfician Lopez, 
who, for mercenary, felf-interefted, reafons 
of ftate, was {creened and protected by the 
Cecils; left a detedtion of the treafon 
should refle& honour on the profecutor, 
Eifex. Such at all times are the melan- 
choly effects of faétion ; and that aétion 
which is praife worthy in one man, in 
another is reprefented as bafe and cri- 
minal, 

Various inflances of the queen's affec- 
tion for the earl of Etfex have been men- 
tioned. It is remarkable that if he was 
croffed in a fuit, he abfented himfelf from 
court, and made her purchafe his return 
by conceffions to his demands. This is 
the trve charaGeriftic of a fond woman, 
who may be thus moulded. Whenever 
Effex ated a fit of ficknefs, or was really 
fick, not a day pailed without the queen’s 
fending often to fee him ; and once went 
fo far as to fit long by him, and order bis 
broths and things, t is recorded by a dili- 
gent obferver of that court, that in one of 
his fick moods he took the liberty of going 
up to the queen in his night-gown. In 
the height of thefe fretful fooleries, not 
Jong belore the unhappy earl’s final rup- 
turé with the court, there was a mafk at 
Black-Friars on the marriage of lord 
Herbert and Mrs. Ruffel. Eight lady 
mafkers chofe cight more to dance the 
meafures. Mis. Fitton, who led them, 
went to the queen and woed her to dance. 
Her maijefty aiked what fhe was? Affection-- 
the faid. Affiétion! faid the queen ; 
affcétion is tale. Thefe were the mur- 
murs of a heart ill at eafe. Her majetty 
was them Gxty-eight: yet the rofe, and 
danced. @fborne afcribes Eifex’s prefump- 
tion to the fond opinion he entertained 
that the queen would not rob her eyes of 
the dear delight the took in his perfon ; 
and it was well known it was this flatter- 
ing confideration that carried him through 








all his violent fchemes, until at length it 
burried him one ftep too far, that ended in 
his ruin. On a fufpicion that the ear] was 
fallen in love with the fair Mrs, Bridges, 
the queen made her feel the weight of her 
difpleafure not only in words, but with 
blows of anger. Effex was almoft always 
in a difagreeable fituation from the queen’s 
jealoufy. Her foul was a compofition of 
tencernefs and haughtinefs ; and even her 
ceconomy combated her affection. He 
profefied, that her fond parting with him 
when he,fet out for Ireland, pierced his 
very foul. In a few weeks the quarrelied 
with him for demanding the {mall fupply 
of one thoufand foot and three hundred 
horfe, 

Sir Harry Wotton fays, the earl of Effex 
was delicate in his baths. It was a flight 
luxury, and proceeded fo little from any 
effeminacy in his perfon, that he read 
letters and attended to fuitors the whole 
time he was dreffing. Brutality of man- 
ners is not effentially neceffary to courage, 
Leonatus, one of Alexander’s generals, in 
all the marches of the army, was followed 
by camels loaded with fand, to rub his body 
for his gymmaftic exerciles. Effex was 
gallant, romantic, and oftentatious ; his 
fhooting matches in the eye of the city 
gained him great popularity; the ladies 
and the people never ceafed to adore him. 
His genius for fhows and thofe pleafures 
that carry an image of war, was as re- 
markable as his fpirit in the profeffion 
itfelf. His impreffes and inventions of 
entertainment were much admired. One 
of his mafks is defcribed by a contempo- 
rary. A little extraé of it cannot be dif- 
agreeable, as it will prefent an idea of the 
amufements of that age, and as it coin- 
cides with what hath been faid of the 
queen’s paffion. 

Some time before he came himfelf to 
the tilt, he fent his page with fome fpeech 
to the queen, who returned with her ma- 
jefty’s glove: and when he came himfelf, 
he was met by an old hermit, a fecretary 
of fate, a brave foldier, and an efquire. 
The hermit prefented him with a book of 
meditations 3 the fecretary with political 
difcourfes ; the foldier with orations of 
brave fought battles ; the efquire was but 
his own follower, to whom the other three 
imparted much of their purpofe before the 
e.ri’s entry. In fhort, each of them en- 
dcavoured to win him over to their pro- 
feflion, and to perfuade him to leave his 
vaia 
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vain following of love, But the efquire an- 
(wered them all, and told them plainly, 
“« That this knight would never forfake his 
miftrefs’s love, whofe virtue made all his 
thoughts diwine, whofe wifdom taught him 
all true policy, whofe beauty {the queen 
was then fixty-three] and worth were 
all times able to make him fit to com- 
mand armies.”” He pointed out all the 
defeats of their feveral purfuits ; and there- 
fore thought his own courfe of life to be 
be(t, in ferving his miftrefs.——-The queen 
faid, “If foe bad thought there would have 
been fo much faid of her, fhe would not bave 
been there that night."’ The part of the 
Efquire was played by Sir Toby Matthews, 
who lived to be an admired wit in the 
court of Charles I. 

As an intance of Effex’s affection for 
learning, he gave to the Yniverfity of Ox- 
ford his thare of the library of the cele- 
brated bithop Oforius, which his lordibip 
got at the plunder of Faro. 
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His device was a diamond, with this 
motto, dum formas minurs T. 

On a review of his life, it appears, that 
if the queen's partiality had not inflated 
him, he would have made one of the 
braveft generals, one of the moft adive 
fiatefmen, and the brighteft Mecenas of 
that accomplifhed age. As he was, he 
fell very fittle fhort of all thefe cha- 
raters, 

It is remarkable that the widow of the 
earl of Effex, (whofe firt hufband was the 
famous Sir Philip Sidney) efpoufing, after 
the death of Effex, the great earl of Clan- 
rickarde, had by him the illuftrious Ulick 
de Burgh, marquis of Clanrickarde, and 
earl of St. Albans, general of the king's 
army in Ireland : fo that this lady was the 
mother both of the commander of the par- 
liamentary forces, Robert earl of Effex in 
one ifland, and of the royal commander, 
the mai quis of Clanrickarde, in the other.

Yrrhus, king of Epirus, a prince 

renowned for his great abilities, 
both as a warrior and a politician, 
was one evening, after the fatigues 
of the day, enjoying a sefe a tete 
with Cyneas his prime-minifter ; 
aman who had been raifed to that 
polit for his extraordinary talents, 
and who had proved himfelf in all 
refpects worthy of the confidence of 
his mafter.—After mufing a few mi- 
nutes, “ Cyneas, cries the monarch,

Iam now going to unfold to thee 
the fecret purpofes of my foul, and 
the great undertakings I intend to 
engage in: I am invited by the 
Tarentines into Italy, to defend 
them againft the Romans; an ex- 
pedition from which 1 hope to reap 
fuccefs and glory: it is neceffary 
that I fhould humble that ambi- 
tious republic, as the only power 
capable of oppofing me inthe Weft; 
and this may be done by affitting 
the feveral nations already in arms 
againit it: now tell me vour opi- 
nion of this enterprize.” Here- 
upon, that artful minifier who

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weil knew his mafter’s foible, with- 
out difapproving bis fcheme upon 
Italy, afked him what other enter- 
ptize he propofed attempting if he 
fucceeded there? Pyrrhus, whofe 
imagination was heated with ambi- 
tious proje&s, immediately anfwer- 
ed, that from Italy he would pafs 
over into Sicily, where he fhould 
find all things in confufion, on ac- 
count of the death of Agathocles ; 
and how many rich provinces are 
there either ready to receive or in- 
capable of oppofing my troops? 
And when Sicily has fubmitted, 
replies Cyneas, whom next will you 
invade with your victorious arms? 
"That queftion is eafily afwered, fays 
Pyrrhus ; from Sicily I will fail over 
into Africa ;-—Carthage is not in- 
vinejble, and when I have taken that 
¢ity, who will be able to oppofe 
me? Macedon and Greece fhall be 
the fcene, and the fruits of my fu- 
ture conquefis, And after all thefe 
victories, alked Cyneas, how fall 
we employ ourfelves and difpofe of 
our time? I will then, fubjoined 
Pyrrhus, take fome reft afer all 
my fatigues, and fit down to enjoy 
of life with you. At 
thele words that great philofopher 
wnterrupting him, and what, faid 
he, prevents your majefty from en- 
joying that happine‘s now, which 
‘you propole feeking through fo many 
toils amd dangers, without being 
able perhaps ever to reach it? Why 
fhould you purchafe at fo dear a 
rate what-indulgent heaven has al- 
ready put in your power? This 
made fome impreiiion on the king, 
who, after a thort pauf, covering 
his ambition under the appearance 
of virtue, It is hereditary in my fa- 
Wily, faid he, to allitt the diftreffed: 
we ought not to make war for our- 
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felves alone, but to relieve the mife- 
rable. 

This remarkable anecdote affords 
a ftriking inftance of the ill effedts 
which ambition, as well as any 
other predominant paffion, may 


produce in the ftrongeft minds. 
And the different fentiments of 
thefe two celebrated perfonages, 
exhibit a fine contraft between a 
wild and lawlefs impulfe, and a pru- 
dent moderation—Cyneas, who was 
a difciple of Epicurus, and followed 
his fyitem, (not according to the in- 
terpretation which corrupt men 
have given to his maxims ;) he, 
like a philofopher who fets a pro- 
per value upon things, knew how 
much the poffeffion of what Pro- 
vidence has beftowed upon mortals, 
is embittered by a vain defire for 
more, and was fenfible of the mife- 
ries which the dangerous paffions 
of men bring upon them: and 
therefore he placed his happinefs 
in a moderate enjoyment of the 
bleflings already in his power: not 
from any pufillanimity of mind, or 
want of abilities ; for, on the con- 
trary, he acted his part both asa 
minifter and a general, with uncom- 
mon capacity ; but from a principle 
of true wifdom, arifing from his 
accurate knowledge of the human 
heart. Pyrrhus, on the other hand, 
adluated by ambition, without any 
prudent plan, had fuffercd his mind 
to be vitiated by 3 vain pation tor 
military glory: he went on from 
one enterprize to another, neglec- 
ting the true intereft of his people, 
harratling and fatiguing his mind, 
filling the earth with war and ca- 
lamity, and bathing his hands ia 
blood ; and all this without an{wer- 
ing any purpofe; his very ruling 
paffion was not fyftematical: ar 
ens

ends he propofed, and the means 
he made ufe of, were equally abfurd; 
and fate at length put a period to 
the fchemes of this ighting madman, 
by the hands of a woman at the 
fiege of Argos. 

Though the examples which 
hiftory turnifhes from exalted fta- 
tions cannot always be adapted to 
common life; yet fo far they may 
be ufeful, as to fhew us the ill con- 
fequences which muft unavoidably 
attend every deviation, from that 
moderate and equal rule of con- 
duct, which a wife man would wifh 
to obferve, and on which alone true 
happinefs can be founded. Men of 
all degrees and conditions will find 
it neceflary to reftrain every defire, 
every paflion, and every wifh which 
has a tendency to make them dif- 
fatisfied with the portion allotted 
by Providence.—It muft not, how- 
ever, be inferred that this obferva- 
tion is meant to curb genius, or dif- 


courage induftry ; on the contrary, 
it is defigned to promote both, if 


employed on ufeful fubjeéts and 
laudable purfuits. It is natural for 
a man of capacity to aim at diftinc- 
tion; it is not difficult for a man of 
induftry to procure wealth: and if 
the means employed are fuitable to 
the ends propofed, things will then 
move on in their natural order, and 
the ufual confequences will be pro- 
duced without violence, without in- 
jury or difturbance to fociety or 
ourfelves. In this cafe we employ 
our faculties, and epjoy our advan- 
tages in a proper manner; genius 
leads on to enterprize and imptove- 
ment, and diligence procures fuccefs. 
Rut when we undervalue what we 
poffefs, and over-rate what we ima- 
gine we want, confufion breaks in 
bpon the mind, and error and ab- 
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furdity muft confequently take place: 
hence arife wild and romantic 
fchemes, violent defires, improbable 
attempts, attended with every mif- 
chief which paffion and oppofition 
and difappointment can produe. 

Upon a review of the converfa- 
tion between Pyrrhus and his mini- 
fter, it is obvious that the ambition 
of the king, however fuccefsful, 
would never have obtained him the 
advantage he himfelf pretended to 
hope for. It were abfurd to fup- 
pofe that any man who has given 
way to his paffions fo far as to gra- 
tify them at the expence of his own 
peace, and to purfue them merely 
as objeéts of his pleafure, would 
ever be contented to fit down in 
the fhades of retirement, and relith 
the true fatisfation of friendthip 
and philofophy.—He may indeed 
defift from his purfuits on account 
of incapacity or age; but then his 
mind fo long vitiated, his inclina- 
tions fo ftrongly excited by habit, 
will abfolutely deprive him of tiofe 
rational pleafures and enjoyments 
which belong only to prudence and 
moderation. Vices contra&ed in 
youth, and indulged by cuftom, 
even the frigid caution and delibe- 
rate experience of age, will not 
be able to eradicate. 

Sylla having by violence obtain- 
ed fupreme dominion over his coun- 
try, abdicated his power and retired 
to his own eftate: the magnani- 
mity of this aétion has been much 
extolled; and has been celebrated 
as one of the greateft inftances of 
wifdom and philofophy that human 
nature ever exhibired. In refpect 
to his country, it was undoubtedly 
an heroic deed: in refpeé& to him- 
felf, it were to be wifhed his con- 
duct had been more confifient. He 
laid 
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laid down his ufurped authority and 
retired.—But for what purpote did 
he retire? Did he mean it as a re- 
paration for the wrongs he had 
done? Was he fated with glory, 
and fenfible of the infufficiency of 
pomp and grandeur? Was he con- 
fulting his perfonal fafety ? or, inde- 
pendent of any other view, did he 
reftore the Romans to their liberty 
from a principle of true patriotifm ? 
or was he defirous of looking into 
himfelf, of gaining leifure and liber- 
ty to enjoy the fweets of calm phi- 
lofophy and ftudy, of referving fome 
time fecum effe et jecum vivere? Any 
of thefe motives were truly laudable: 
but the truth is, he immediately 
plunged himfelf into the moft fcan- 
dalous debaucheries, and fell a facri- 
fice to his intemperance: his mind, 
deftitute of rational fentiments and 
reflexion, gave full fcope to his 
paffions, which being reftrained from 
one excefs, broke out into another: 
and being no longer in a’ condition 
to difturb focicty, he haftened to de- 
ftroy himfelf. What immortal ho- 
nour might Sytla have acquired, 
had his condu& after the refigna- 
tion of his authority correfponded 
to the ation irfet ! 

Antiquity affords another ftriking 
example of this kind in the con- 
du& of Tiberius. Few princes have 
equalied hioi in depth of penetra- 
tion, confirmed experience, and 
profound knowledge of mankind: 
and yet if we view him after his 
retirement to Caprea, where his paf- 
fions long indulged, but artfully 
concealed, broke out unreftrained, 
we find that his abftraction from 
fociety rendered him more wicked 
and contemptible: he fpent his 
whole time in gratifying his paf- 
fons: he ftudied iniquity, he made 








it his pleafure, and became a monfter 
abominable and abhorred: what an 
attonifhing depravity of mind in fo 
fenfible a man as Tiberius! This 
was owing to a want of early care 
in himfelf: he had not confidered 
the duty of preventing the firft ar- 
tacks of vice—he had loft mode. 
ration—he haftened from one gra- 
tification to another, till he was in- 
capable of curbing his defires, and 
gave his vitiated will full dominion 
over his reafon. The fame effeéts 
will proceed from the fame caufes 
in all times and ftations, Ambition, 
avarice, fenfuality, intemperance, 
injuftice, fraud, will become the 
matters of thofe who indulge them. 
It is ridiculous to think of enjoying 
the pleafures of retirement (as 
Pyrrhus expected) after being long 
a (lave to any of thefe paffions. It 
is vain to expect eafe, comfort, and 
happinefs, unlefs every improper 
with is reftrained, and even the ex- 
ercife of abilities confined within a 
proper {phere of aétion, and employ- 
ed in purfuits confiftent with pru- 
dence and moderation. Whoever 
departs from this rule, will find that 
even fuccels is tranfient and embit- 
tered with remorfe and oppofition: 
Even thofe cool and deliberate paf- 
fions of ambition and avarice, which 
do not produce immediate and 
vifible mifchiefs, as intemperance 
and fenfuality are known to do, 
though they are encouraged by the 
applaufe, regard, and influence, 
paid to wealth and authority; yet 
we find they render men incapable 
of any focial or rational enjoyment.-- 
Whoever indulges thofe paffions 
mutt live in fear and inquietude, 
mutt be liable to be deftroyed by 
violence, or to die with con-

GENTLEMEN, 

Was a good deal furprifed to 

hear a very fenfible gentleman, 
with whom I was in company Iate- 
ly, obferve with much feeming fatis- 
faétion, that the prefent age was 
not addiéted to drinking, but to 
women. Whence he immediately 
pronounced it preferable to the 
former age, who were votaries of 
Bacchus, rather than Venus. The 
real fuperiority of either, all cir- 
cumftances confidered, it might be 
a difficule matter to determine ; 
but | am perfuaded that the drunk- 
ard is lefS a nuifance to fociety in 
general, than the lewd and incon- 
tinent, fince the one can only hurt 
the prefent age, the other may in 
all probability be a detriment to his 
pofterity to the fecond or third de- 
gree. For I readily agree with thofe, 
who maintain the contrary opinion, 
that a drunkard is unfit to tranfa& 
the bufinefs cf fociety, becaufe his 
intelleéts are in fome meafure, nay, 
very much impaired by a conftant 
courfe of debauchery ; but my fen- 
timents are, that the lover of wo- 
men is not lefs fo. If the pains 
which the diftemper confequent up- 
on this indulgence, produces, are 
not pernicious to the mental facul- 
ties, no pain ca hurt them, as this 
is of the moft acute and weakning 
kind. But, however, it is impoffible 
they fhould efcape the bad influences 
of the wrus, as it isa cachexy of the 
whole body, and the head in a very 
great degree partakes of its bad 
effets. In the narrow circle of 
my own obfervation, the dreadful 
havock made by this difeafe, amongit 
thofe who are in the prime and 


vigour of life, (a time when they 
fhould be doing fervice to their 
country in fome ufeful employ- 
ment) is a dreadful arid thocking 
fpe&tacle. Thofe who are fcarce 
arrived at the age of maturity, crip- 
pled and enervated, their confti- 
tutions ruined, and themfelves ar- 
aived at old age before they are 
come to perfec& manhood. Nay, 
there fome even under fixteen, who 
have experienced the misfortunes 
confequent on this fin, more than 
once ; to whom (if modeity had its 
due weight) it fhould be a fhame to 
have known awoman. This bears 
a promifing profpect for the rifing 
generation. [fdrunkennefs has car- 
ried of its thoufands, luft has de- 
molifhed its ten thoufands. The 
drunkard’s health is feldom {poiled 
fo effetually that a future tempes 
France may not in fome meafure re- 
ftore it ; but thofe who have fuffers 
ed much in the wars of Venus, 
have received wounds for ever ins 
curable. A _ difmal confideration, 
this! that the flower of our age, 
the ftrength and future fupport of 
the nation are fo debilitated. Many 
of them rendered unable to pro- 
pagate their fpecies, and thofe who 
are not reduced to that degree of 
impotency, beget a race of puny, 
decriped, weakly animals, who either 
die in their infancy, or are doomed 
by their parents incontinency, to 
lead a life of ficknefs and difeafe. 
This prevails moft amongft thofe 
whofe children fhould be an orna- 
ment and bleffing to the nation, FE 
mean, perfons of the higher tta- 
tions in life, to whom the move ime 
portant affairs of the kingdom are 
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committed, and which require fu- 
perior intelleétual faculties to dif- 
charge them properly. By the time, 
therefore, that their years call them 
to purfue the bufinefs of their 
country, their minds are much 
weakened by this virulent malady, 
and they are, confequently, unable 
to do that fervice to the nation, and 
honour to themfelves, which other- 
wife might have been in their power. 
Upon a very moderate computation, 
every sth man, who has paffed the 
age of 20, in our great metropolis, 
has fuffered by thefe practices: 
every 4th at 30: fo that before they 
arrive at perfect manhood, one 
quarter of this part of the kingdom 
have their conftitutions impaired. 
Tho’ there are who deny that any 
bad effeéts remain after the chief 
cure is performed; yet I have known 
many who have been under the beft 
hands, and were as perfectly cured 
as it is poffible they could, who 
confeffed they felt fome bad re- 
mains in fome fhape or other. The 
virus cannot be eafily eradicated 
when once communicated to the 
bones, and though it is fuppreffed fo 
far as not to be able to make head 
again in that appearance, will not 
tail to join with the firft diforder, 
Iam of opinion that what many 
call rheumatick complaints, arife 
chiefly from the remains of this 
difeafe, or at leaft receive additional 
force from them. What power a 
flight infeflion or two may have, 
J will not fay, but thofe who have 
had repeated wounds can never en- 
joy perfed health afterwards. Hence 
the bad effects will be propagated 
to their guiltlefS children, and they 


will produce a fet of mortals from 
their cradle condemned to mifery, 

If there is not fome method taken 
to put a ftop to this growing evil 
foon, I fear this ifland will be great. 
ly depopulated, at leaft moft of our 
noble families will be extiné, or 
their defcendants a difgrace to the 
nation, and a mifery to themfelves, 
Barrennefs of wives is daily a more 
common complaint, which, however, 
the blame may falfely be caft upon 
the irregularity of the ladies, more 
frequently proceeds, I imagine, 
from the former incontinency of 
the gentlemen. The cafe is now 
more dangerous than ever, as the 
difeafe is grown fathionable, not 
only the odium of it is abated, but 
it is looked upon as a neceflary ac- 
complifhment. A modeft man is 
laughed out of countenance, as an 
ignorant fimpleton. ’Tis the de- 
bauchee is the knowing man, and 
honeft fellow.—I with our youth 
may confider in time what they are 
doing, that whilft they are indulg- 
ing their own inordinate appetites 
and paffions, they not only deftroy 
their own health and happinefs, 
but entail mifery and difeafe on 
their innocent pofterity, or deprive 
the nation of fubjeétis, at a time 
when the conquefts acquired by the 
deaths of thoufands (fome of which 
will probably be ceded to us bya 
peace) demand numbers of men to 
keep them in fubjection to us. The 
former confideration feems to have 
but little weight ; thefe two latter 
1 hope will be more fortunate.

Whitehall, September 30, 
AST night Captain Nugent, and the 
Honourable Auguitus Hervey, arrived 
from the Havannah, with the following ac- 
counts from the Eatl of Albemarle, and Sir 
George Pocock. 


Copy of a Letter from the Earl of 
Albemarle to the Earl of Egremont, 
dated Head-Quarters near the Ha- 


vannah, Auguit 21, 1762. 
My Lor?, 
Have the honour of informing your Lord- 
thip, that the town of the Havannah, with 
all its dependencies, and the men of war :n the 
harbour, furrendered to his Majcfty's arms by 
capitulation on the thirteenth infact. 

Inclofed is a copy of the capitulation, vari- 
ous returns, and the Chief Engineer's conti- 
nuation of the journal of the fiege of the Moro 
fot, which was taken by ftorm the thirtieth 
of laft month, fo much to the honour and cre- 
dit of his Majefty’s troops, and to Major Gene- 
ral Keopel, whe commanded the attack, that 
J fhou!d do them injuftice if I did not mention 
them in a particular manner to your Lordhhip. 
Our mines were fprung about one o'clock, and 
a breach made juft praéticable for a file of men 
in front. The encmy was drawn up on the 
top of it,in force, with a feeming determination 
to defend it. The attack was fo vigcrous and 
impetuous, that the enemy was inflantaneoully 
drove from the breach, aad his Majefty’s fan- 
dard planied upon the baflioa. 

I did not fend a particular exprefs with this 
good news to your Lor¢fhip, becaufe I flattered 
myfelf, that what has happened would foon be 
the confequence of our fuccefs at Fort Moro, 

On the eleventh in the morning, by a fiznal 
from the fort, we opened our batterics againft 
the town and Punta fort, The guns and mor- 
tars were fo well ferved by the artil’ery and 
failors, and their effeft fo great, that in lefs 
than fix hours all the guns in the fort and north 
baftion were filenced, The Governor hung 
out the white flag, and beat a parley: and at 
the fame time fent out an officer to propofe a 
ceflation of arms fur twenty-fours, in order to 
prepare the articles of capitulation. 

I fent on board the Namur to the Admiral, 
to inform him of the Governor's ; ropofals, 

Sir George Pocock immediately came to my 
quarters. and we agreed to a fufpenfion of hof- 
tities to the rth at twelve o'clock. 

I fummoned the Governor on the 10th. His 
anfwer was very civil and proper, at the fame 
time he would defend the town to the Jaft extre- 
mity, 

The diffierlties the officers and foldiers have 
met with, and the fatigues they have fo ¢hear- 
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fully and refolutely gone through, fince the 
army fir landed on the ifland, are not to be 
deferibed. They deferve from me the greaveft 
commendations; and I muft intreat your 
Lordih'p to take the firft nity of inform - 
ing his Majefty how much I think mytelf ob- 
liged to Lieutenant General Elliet, and th- 
reft of the general officers under my command ; 
to every officer and foldier in the army: and 
to the officers and failors of his Majefty's fleet, 
for the zealous manner with which they have 
cartied on the fervice, and forthe great afliftance 
1 have received from them. Happy we thal! 
all think ourfelves if our conduct meets with 
his Maje*y's approbation. 

Sir George Pocock and Commodore Keppe! 
have exerted themfelves in a moft particular 
manner; and I may venture to fay, that there 
never was a joint undertaking carried on with 
more harmony and zeal on both fides, which 
greatly contributed to the fuccefs of it, 

Capt. Nugent, one of my aids de camp, who 
has the honour of delivering you my difpatehes, 
can inform yourLordhip of any particulars you 
are pleafed to learn from him. He has been 
very active, and prefent at every materia! affair 
that has happened fince the landing of the 
troops, I muft beg through your Lerdthip to 
recommend him to his Majefty as a very de- 
ferving young man. He carries with him the 
Spanith enfign taken at the Moro. 

Colonel Carleton, who has aéted as Briga- 
dier fince Lord Rollo left the army, had the 
misfortune of being wounded on the 22d of 
July, when the enemy made a fortie; he is at 
prefent ina fair way of doing well. 

I think it but juftice to Major Fuller, who 
is my eldeft aid de camp, to fay, that J fhould 
have fent him to England, if I had not thought 
it would be more agreeable to his Majefty to 
receive the news by one of his own fervants,

This afternoon 
we began to ftuff gabions with fafcinertor ad- 
vancing our fap. In the evening our fap was 
begun, but there being a thick thorny wood to 
cut through, we advanced but a little way, 

18th. ‘The enemy's fire ths morning was 
the fame as yeflerday, We had two howittsers 
put in Dixon's battery to fire into the breaches; 
the faa was carricd on about two thirds of 
the way to the {mal! battery at the foot of the 
forties before the right bafteon, There wae 
likewife a fmall lodgment made at the edge of 
the waocd before the point of the weft baftion. 

1gth. The evemy fired this morning with 
three guns from the front attacked, but they 
were foon filenced, About noon we took pof- 
feffion of the covered way before the point of 
the right baflion, and the former fap carried on 
at night, and another begun along the covered 
way before the right face, where we made @ 
ledgment 

zoth. This morning the miners were enter- 
elunder the right or fea face of the right baf- 
tion, the only place where there was a practica- 
bility of doing it at the foot of the wall; for 
the ditch of the front attacked is 70 feet deep 
from the edge of the conterf{carp, and upwards 
of 40 feet, of that depth, funk in the rock; but 
fortunately there was a thin ridge of the rock, 
lefe at the point of the baftion, to cover the 
extremity of the ditch from being open to the 
fea, and to prevent furprifes: by means of this 
ridge the miner paffed, with fome difficulty, to 
the foot of the wall, which he could do ne 
where elfe without the help of fcaling ladders, 
an operation which would be both tedious and 
dangerous. This ridge was fo narrow that 
there was no poffibility of covering a paffage 
upon it, from the fire of the oppofite flank 
but we took our chance, and were glad to find 
it, even with that difadvantage. It coft us only 
3.06 4 menduring the whole time. We bezan 
the {@me a/ternoon to fink a thaft without the 
covered way, for mines to throw the couaterf- 
carp into the ditch, to fill it up in cafe of occa- 
fon. We continued our fap along the glacis, 
and got a gun into the faliant angle of the cover- 
ed way again the oppofite flank. In the day 
time we had parties making fafcines and other 
preparations againft the town, after the More

21. Our fappers and miners continued to 
carry on their work; in this they were much 
retarded, by meeting often with very large 
ftones, which coft them much labour to re- 
move. In the night, there being a fufp:cicn 
that there were very few men inthe fort, there 
was a ferjeant and 12 men that fealed the fea 
line a littic to the right of the mine, and found 
only about nine or ten men afleep in that part 
of the work; they wakened before our men 
got tothem, and ran off immediately to alarm 
the refi: The ferjeant and his party then came 
down, and being ordered up a feernd time, 
found they had taken the alarm, and a confie 
cetable number allembled, and icady to make 

an 
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an oppofition ; had it been prafticable to fuc- 
cour them brifkly, the fort might have been 
carried at that time ; but the attempt was not 
to be repeated. 
22d. About four this morning there wasa 
fally made by the enemy from the town, which, 
by the information of prifoners, amounted to 
1500 men, divided into three different parties ; 
one pufhed up the bank behind the Shepherd's 
battery ; they were ftopped for near an hour by 
the guard pofted there, confifting only of about 
30 men, commanded by Lieut. Colonel Stuart, 
of the goth regiment, until he was joined by 
about 100 fappers, and the third battalion of 
Royal Americans; the fire continued hot all 
that time ; the enemy were then driven down 
the bank with great flaughter; as many as 
could, got into their boats, and many leapt in- 
to the water, where there were 150 drowned. 
Another party endeavoured to puth up by the 
faliant angle of the Moro to attack our fappers 
wpon the glacis, and their covering party, but 
they were beat off in avery fhort time; the 
third party went up the bank of the Spanith 
redoubt, but finding our people ready to receive 
them, they returned very peaceably from 
whence they came. The alarm was entirely 
over, dnd our people returned to their work 
by eight o'clock. The onemy’s lofs was faid 
to be near 400 men killed, drowned, and ta- 
ken ; befides the wounded that got off. We 
had about 50 men killed and wounded. The 
enemy cannonaded us moft violently, when 
their troops were beat down the bank, from 
the Punta, weft baftion, and from the lines 
and flanks of the entrance, and from their 
fhipping: they even killed fome of their own 
men, fo eager they were tokillus. At the 
fame time that their troops were attacking, 
we faw they had great numbers paraded in the 
town, and fome of them going into boats to 
fuftain the attack; but when they perceived the 
rough treatment their comrades had met with, 
they prudently dropt the atrempt, 
23d. The former works continue in hand, 
vie. fapping, mining, and making fafcines, 
This day a fketch of the batteries again# the 
town, and defences of the harbour, to be erec- 
ted along the Cavannos, after the Mord fhould 
be taken, were laid b:fore the Earl of Albe- 
marie, and approved of by his Lordhip. 
24th. The former works in hand, and the 
Materials colleéting for a 4 gun battery, to 
the left of the Spanifh redoubt, to be called

This afternoon there was a batt 
for 5 guns begun, to the right of the rear of 
Dixon's battery, to open againft the Punta,

26th. The former works in hand, and the 
battery begun, to the left of the Spanith re- 
doubt. This morning a two-decked merchant's 
frigate, acrofs the entrance before the weft. 
baftion, within the boom, and near the funk 
thips, was funk by a howitzer, near Dixon’s 
battery. This thip had annoyed us very much, 

27th, The formerworks in hand, and a mor- 
tar battery begun at the Spanith redoubt. There 
was likewife a battery begun for 3 guns to fire 
upon boats landing at the Moro ; which would 
have been of confiderable ufe all along, if it 
could have been ferved without ereéting other 
batteries to check the fire of the Moro itfelf, 
upon that fide: But that could not be under- 
taken, as our troops were already fufficiently 
employed in the works of the real attacks, 
Brigadier Burton arrived with the firft of the 
troops from North America, and was ordered 
to the weft fide, ® 

a8:h. The former works in hand. This af- 
ternoon a large merchant thip of the enemy's 
caught fire by lightening within the harbour, 
and blew up inten minutes At night there 
was a battery for two mcrtars begun to the 
right of the Spanifh redoabt, and one for five 
guns againft Fort la Puntaypon the left of our 
fap, near the point of the Moro, 

29. The former works in hand. The 
mines were this cay preparing for being fprung 
to-morrow Morning. 

goth. About two this morning the enemy 
fent two boats and a floating battery out of the 
harbour, to fire into the ditch where our miners 
were at work: they fired grape and fmall arms, 
but without any other effeét, than a fhort inter- 
ruption of the work ; the covering party fired 
fo {martly upon them that they were foon ob- 
liged to retire. About two o'clock in the 
afternoon the mines were fprurg ; that in the 
counterfcarp had not a very confiderable ef- 
feét, but thatin the baftion having thrown 
down a part of both faces, made a breach, 
which the general and chief engineer thought 
practicab'e ; upon which the troops under or- 
ders for the affault, were ordered to mount, on 
which they did with the greateft refolution ;

31%. Our preparations were carred on 
with a!] poflible diligence, for ereSting the in-

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tended batteries upon the Cavannos. The e- 
nemy's fue continued very hot againft the Mo- 
ro; they pointed chiefly at that*part of the 
work where the ciftern was, in hopes, no doubt, 
of letting out the water, Lord Albemarle 
went this evening to the weft fide of the town 
to reconnoitre the ground there, and fee in 
what manner attacks might be cairied oa with 
moft acvantage on that fide, in cafe of occafion. 

Avgut 1%, The enemy's fire fill continu- 
edagaint the Mcro. This evening General 
Keppel determined to ere the remainder of 
the batteries to be erected upon the Cavannos;

The chief engineer reported to Lord 
Albemarle, that as the Moro was now jn our 
poileflion, there was to the weftward of the 
town, a very advantageous attack to be formed 
a¢ainft the poligons next the Punta, by the 
cover ofa bank ranning along fhore from the 
Lazaro to fort la Punta, fuppofing that fort 
filenced: That there was a road upon the bank 
which was, for a confiderable way, covered 
both from fort la Punta and every part of the 
town; that the road was at prcfent ftopped up 
by trees felled on each fide, but might be eafily 
cleared; but as attacks upon that ground 
would in fome degree fland in the line of fire 
of our batter'es upon the oppofire fide, it would 
be moft advifable to delay them until thefe 
batteries had in fome meafure eficéied their 
defign ; and efpecially as they might of them- 
felver,perhaps, an{wer the end without far her 
trouble. 

sth. The works and batteries on the Moro 
fide in hand as before, and {ome of the plat- 
forms begun to be laid : It was now difficult to 
get materials for this puroofe, thofe from Eng- 
land and Marinico being expended; but by 
the Admiral’s affiftance the materials were gor, 
Lord Albemarle took up his head quarters this 
evening on the weft fide. 

6th, The works in hand as yeflerday, and 
being confiderably advanced, and the men much 
fatigued, there was none allowed for this n-ght.

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afift in making platforms, There was a 
command of eng:inees, and a propertion of in

father to a performance of that duty in- 
cumbent on him as a parent and a Chrif- 
tian: the letter is as follows: 


“ As there is no diftrefs, however re- 
mote, which doth not deferve the imme- 
diate atteniion of the public; and as 
News-papers are the proper channel, thro’ 
which we may convey private diftreffes 
to the knowledge of the community, we 
therefore take this method to inform man- 
kind, that there now refides in the parifh 
cf St. Bridget, near Bride ftreet in this 
city, a gentleman poffeiied of a p’entiful 
fortune, and bleffled with two children, a 
fon and daughter; the daughter, a moft 
innocent creature, about the age of twelve, 
who is treated by him with. the moft 
unheard-of barbarity ; which, as it fur- 
paffeth all cruelty, it is not in the power 
of language to defcribe her fuferings ; let 
it fuffice, therefore, to fay, he has confined 
her to her chamber for upwards of thefe 
feven years, withcut ever affigning the 
leaft caufe for fuch treatment ; and even 
thefe, where it is impoffible the can offend 
him, denies her the neceffary fupports of 
life, and has at length reduced her to 
that extremity of want, that fhe was, thro’ 
raging hunger, compelled, a few days ago, 
to implore a fervant in the neighbourkood 
to reach her a bit of brcad which the faw 
lying in the common-fewer. Extreme 
poverty has fo oblierated what fhe was, 
that there is now novght to be diftinguith- 
ed, fave a few meagre features, and even 
thofe al! over-grown with hair, What 
offence in a child of fuch tender years, 
could deferve fuch treatment, cannot be 
imagined! Even the greate(t criminais are 
allowed fuftenance. But we fhall enlarce 
no longer upon fo melanchely a fubje&. 
This advertifement is inferted merely to 
awaken the faid gentleman to a true fenfe 
of his, duty, and to affure him, that if it 
has not the defired effect, and ipeedily, not 
only the mifery of the unfortunate young 
lady, but even the parent’s name fhall 
be inferted, and proper application made 
to a higher power to redrefs this unheard- 
of cruelty, 

Dublin, Dec. 22, 1752.”” 

Scon after the faid letter was publithed, 
the Rev. Dr. King, deceafed, and fome 
other gentlemen, made an enquiry into 
the condu&t of N—— M—— Efa; with 
regard to his daughter, be being the per- 
fon pointed at in the faid letter; and 


found that the young lady had been 
treated in the manner mentioned in the 
above letter ; and the faid Dr. King, and 
other worthy gentlemen, took it upon 
themfelves to have proper care taken of 
the child ; and accordingly had her placed 
fomewhere in Caple-ftreet ; and matters 
being thus fettled, no farther inquiry was 
fet on foot, nor did the public hear any 
more of it until the month of January 
1762, when a young lady, fuppofed to be 
the daughter of the faid M——, was 
found in the manner defcribed in the fol- 
lowing letter; and which letter was 
publifhed with no other intention but in 
hopes the magiftrates of this city would 
intereft themfelves in fo unheard-of piece 
of cruglty.

**T ama ftranger in this kingdom, and, 
as fuch, was induced to vifit the feveral 
public places and hofpitals, moft of which 
add a lultre to this country, not only from 
the elegance of the buildings, but from 
the great endowments of the generous, 
charitable, and humane, But how great was 
my furprife and indignation when I went 
to the hofpital of incurables, where I faw 
a beautiful young female, whom I fhall 
defcribe with the ftri€eft truth, and 
about whom I could not receive any fatis- 
faClory account. She is about the age of 
13, of low ftature, feems to be dumb, 
but hears well, has not the ufe of her 
linibs, and has the appearance as if fprung 
from people of the better fort, with a 
pleafing, and (I think) a beautiful coun- 
tenance. On enquiring who fhe was, 
was told, that the had been found, about 
fix months ago, at a door in Rofs-lane, at 
an unfeafonable hour of the night, and 
a feafon of the year, when the clemency 
of the weather muft have perffhed her, 
had fhe Jain there any time, and that the 
was from thence conveyed by the church- 
wardens to the care of a proper perfon, 
and was lately received into the hof- 
pital; that the has feveral marks 
about her, as if her legs and body were 
tied together with ropes, and has many 
other marks of cruelty, which had been 
praGtifed on her; fhe has alfo a mark re- 
fembling that of a trout upon one of. her 
thighs, but who fhe is, or how fhe was 
conveyed to the place where fhe was 
found, no one can tell. 

How far it is incumbent on the magif- 

trates

trates of this city to inform themfelves of 
the fa@ts I have mentioned, and how far 
they can or ought to interpofe, I muff 
fobmit to their better judgment, being a 
firanger to the police of this kingdom, and 
only from motives of humanity have been 
induced to give this narration to the pub- 
lice lam, &c.

The gentleman who had caufed the faid 
letter to be publithed, found, to his great 
farprize, that it had not the defired effect ; 
and onthe 17th of September 1762, went 
to the hofpital of incurables, to afk there 
whether any humane perfon had made any 
particular enquiry about ber; and was 
then informed that one Eleanor Campbell, 
who had nurfed Mr. M "s daughter, 
had been there, and did pofitively fay that 
the young lady in the hofpital was Sally 
M——, the daughter of N—-—- M——«, 
Efq; and whom fhe had nurfed feveral 
years ago. 

By the teRtimony of Eleanor Campbell it 
appears, that in the year 1736, or 1737, 
fhe the deponent was employed by N——- 
M——, Efq; of Dublin, to fuckle a female 
child of his, named Sally, which the did 
for two years; and when the child was 
taken home to her father’s in Chancery- 
lane, the deponent went frequently to vifit 
the faid S—_—_—_ M———, when fhe obferved 
that the child was treated by Mrs. M ’ 
her mother, with great feverity; and that 
at length the deponent was denied admit- 
tance to the faid child ; and that the heard 
and believes that Sally was treated by her 
parents with great cruelty, not being al- 
lowed the necefiaries of life. And that 
upon hearing of the young woman who 
was found in Rofs-lane, in the manner 
before defcribed, and carried ‘o the hofpi- 
tal of incurabies, the had a ftrong fufpi- 
con it was Sally, and went to the faid 
hofpital; and, previous to her admiffion, 
the defcribed the perfon of S M ; 
and alfo fome particular marks on her 
breaft and thigh. On this defcription the 
was admitted into the ward, and found the 
young woman to be Mifs S M , 
whom fhe had nurfed, and who has the 
marks the deponent had defcribed, viz. 
a mark on her thigh refembling a trout, 
and a mole under her left breaft ; and 
that fhe (this deponent) believes great 
cruelty has been practifed on the faid Mifs 
Samm Me, as the has marks of ropes 
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about her, and is deprived of the uft of 
fpeech. 

The gentleman who had publithed the 
former letters on this occafion, now infert- 
ed another in the papers relating to the 
vifit of Mrs. Campbell, the nurfe, to the 
unfortunate young lady in the hofpital of 
Incurables. Soon after which N—M—, 
Efq; publithed a letter, wherein he men- 
tions the injury unjuftly offered to his 
character and reputation, and calls upon 
his accufer to Mand forth and fhow him. 
felf; When Mr. Smith, who had fo hu- 
manely interefted himfelf in the affair, 
caufed the following advertifement to be 
handed about the Coffee-houfes : 

“* The author of the letter to Mr, Faulk- 
ner, of the iSth init. figned A, B. is 
called upon by a letter to faid Faulkner, 
dated the 24th inft. that he, the faid A. B, 
may produce his proofs relative to the 
girl in the hofpital. The public is there- 
fore defired to give themfelves the trouble 
to go to Norris's Coffee-houfe, and read a 
copy of an affidavit, the original of which 
is in the hands of alderman Sweney ; by 
which affidavit, the gentleman who is the 
fuppofed father, and the public, will fee, 
that the faid A. B. was not governed by 
proofs founded on inventive tales, 

Sept. 25, 1762.” 

The attention of the town being a rood 
deal taken up with this extraordinary ftory, 
Mr, M—— thought proper, on the Mon- 
day following, to publith the following ad- 
vertifement : 

“* By an advertifement handed about the 
coffee-houfes on Saturday night laft, the 
public are defired to read a copy of an 
affidavit in Norris's coffee-houfe, relating 
to the girl at the hofpital, the original of 
which is (as alledged) in the hards of 
alderman Sweney ; in which adertifement 
it is boafted that A. B. was not governed 
by proofs founded on inventive tales.—— 
No? Now it is at laft come to fome iffve, 
it is, what I doubt not but to prove it to 
be, a black and villainous confpiracy, not- 
withftanding any number of affidavits of 
fuch a.wretch as Campbell will appear to 
be, and notwithftanding the audacious and 
unparalleled effrontery of ber prompter.

is the girl at the hofpital of Incurables, 
my daughter, or is the not; my daughter 
fhe cannot be, as fhe is, and has been for 
feveral years paft, at a boarding-f{chool in

Mr. Thomas Smith, who is univerfally 
known, in the city of Dublin, to be a 
gentleman of the ftridteft honour, appears 
to be the champion for innocence in dif- 
trefs ; and has been under the difag: eeable 
neceffity of publifhing tis reafons to the pub- 
lic, the purport of which is as follows : 

**Having heard that there was an ob- 
yet found at a door in Rofs-lane, fome 
time in January laft, and that the was

affair, but by being moved thereto by 
compaffion and humanity for an unfor- 
tunate wretch, that has been worfe treat- 
ed than thofe who undergo the pumth- 
ments of the inquiGtion ? Mr. M— well 
knows, that in Decembr 1752, an enquiry 
was made into his conduct with regard to 
his daughter ; that he was at that time ac- 
cufed of locking her up and ftarving her ; 
that on the enquiry of the Rev. Dr. King’ 
destated, the Rev. Rebert King his fon, 
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and M. Serjeant Malone, deceafed, they 
found that the was moft barbaroufly treat- 
ed, and had been ftarved ; and Mr. M— 
alfo muft remember, that Mr. Serjeant 
Malone did pawn his word of honour with 
me, that the child fhould be taken care of, 
and put out of the power of her cruel 
mother: thefe were his words ; and art 
the fame time he fhed tears. Every one 
that had the pleafure, and indeed the hap- 
pinefs, of Mr. Malone’s acquaintance, mutt 
well remember, that he was a man of the 
higheft benevolence and charity ; yet fuch 
was his opinion of Mr M » that he 
requefied I would difcontinue the lerter 
which was then in the public papers, Mr, 
Malone's of I complied with, and 
never thought that I fhould hear more of 
it; but find ic! ¢ fallen to my

nor had I, dire€tly or indireétly, any deal- 
ings or intercourfe with him ; and alfo 
that there is a gentleman of known 
worth and probity, now at my elbow, that 
in the year 1751, and 1752, often fed 
Saly M——, daughter of Mr. M of 
Chancery-lane, by often fending bread and 
meat to be left in the neceffary-houfe for 
her, to which place only fhe had accefs 
at times, fhe being locked up by her keepers 
or parents in a two pair of ftairs clofet, 
from the window of which her complaints 
were heard: and he is now ready and 
willing to fwear, that the faid Sally M-—, 
that he fo fed in Cancery-lane, isthe fame 
perfon now in the hofpital. To the juft 
tribunal of the public I appeal, and to 
their impartial, judgment fubmit my con- 
duét ; and fear not, when this affair thall 
be confidered by them, that I fha!l meet 
their approbation, rather than be cenfured 
forcalumny.

IR Edward Herbert, being fent 

ambaffador from king James I. 

Lewis XIII. was initruéted to 
mediate a peace for the Proteitants 
in France. De Luines, the French 
prime-minifter, haughtily afked him, 
What the king of England had to do 
in that affair? The ambaflador re- 
plied, “*It is not to you to whom 
the king my mafter owes an ac- 
count of his a€tions; and for me, 
it isenough that I obey him ; in the 
mean time, I] muft maintain, that 
my malter hath more reafon to do 
what he doth, than you to afk me 
why he doth it. Neverthelefs, if 
you civilly defire me, I fhall ac- 
quaint you further.” Upon this, 
De Luines, bowing a little, faid, 
very well, The ambaffador anfwer- 
ed, ‘“* Thatit was not on this occa- 
fion only, that the king of Great- 
Britain had ‘defired the peace and 
profperity of France, but upon all 
other occafions, whenever any war 
was raifed in that country,” and 
this was his firft reafon. ‘rhe fe- 
cond was, ** That becaufe a peace 
being fettled in his own dominions, 
the king of France might be better 
difpofed, and able to “aflitt the Pa- 
latinate in the +prefent broils of 
Germany.” De Luines faid, We 
will have none of your advices. ‘The 
ambaffador replied, ** That he tock 
that for an anfwer, and was forry 
only, that the amicable interpofi- 
tion of his mafler was not duly un-

derftood ; but that, fince it was fo 
abruptly reje€ted, he could do no 
lefs than fay, That the king his 
mafter knew well enough what to 
do.” De Luines anfwered, 
not afraid of you.

called; but upon his return, he 
cleared up the affair with honour, 
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Britith 
and fell on his knees to the king, 
requefting, that a trumpeter, if not 
a herald, might be fent to De 
Luines from him, with an accufa- 
tion of falfity, and a challenge for 
fatisfaction ; but that prince being 
of a pacific difpofition, made an- 
fwer, ** That he would think upon 
it;” however, De Luines dying 
foon after, Sir Edward was again 
fent ambaffador to France,

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OME derive the origin of this 
ancient and noble tamily from 
Herbert Fitz-Roy, natural fon to 
king Henry J. while others fay it is 
more evident, that Henry Fitz- 
Herbert, chamberlain to the faid 
king, was anceftor to all of the 
name of Herbert, it appearing from 
our secords, that this Henry mar- 
tied Julian, concubine to king 
Henry I. and daughter to Sir Ro- 
bert Corbet of Alencefter, (Alcefter) 
in Warwickfhire, which being erec- 
ted into a lordthip by that king, in 
favour of the faid Sir Robert; Henry 
afterwards became pefieffed of it in 
Odcber, 1762. 


right of his wife. His fon Herbert 
was lord-chamberlain to king 
Stephen, and marrying Lucy, 3d 
daughter of Milo, earl of Hereford, 
left iffue three fons, Reginald, Peter 
and Matthew. But no further 
mention being made of Reginald, 
his brother Peter fucceeded to the 
inheritance, who made a confider- 
able figure as one of the barons 
in the troublefome affair of the 
reconciliation, between king John 
and the fee of Rome. 

After a feries of fome few ge- 
nerations from this Peter ; we find 
in the reign of Henry V, the two 

3 Zz brothers 
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brothers, William Herbert, created 
the firft earl of Pembroke, and lord 
of Ragland-caftle in Monmouth- 
fhire, with Sir Richard Herbert of 
Colbrook, kunt. anceftor to the 
lord Herbert of Chirbury, and the 
prefent earl of Powis. Upon king 
Edward the 1Vth’s afcending the 
throne, among the grants and pre- 
fents, that prince advanced the faid 
William to the dignity of a baron, 
in the parliament begun at Weift- 
minfter, Nov. 4, 1461; alfo onthe 
z7th of May, in the eighth year of 
Edward IV. he was made earl of 
Pembroke. But being fent by the 
king, with 1800e Welfhmen, upon 
an infurrection in the North, made 
by Sir John Conyers, &c. on be- 
half of the Lancaftrians; he was 
utterly defeated thro’ the difcon- 
tent of the earl of Devonfhire, who, 
in the night before, deferted him 
in the battle of Danemoor, near 
Edgcote in Northamponthire, July 
26, when himfelf and his brother 
Sir Richard being taken prifoners, 
were, with feveral others, beheaded 
foon after at Northampton, by 
command of the duke of Clarence, 
and eail Warwick, leaving William 
his fon and heir, who was then 
about nine years of age. 

He had alfo iflue by Maud, 
daughter and heirefs of Adam, 
ap Howel Graunt, Sir Richard 
Herbert of Ewyas, anceitor to the 
prefent earl of Pembroke, and Sir 
Wiliam Herbert of Troye. His 
eldeit fon William fucceeding to the 
earldom of Peinbroke, wedded Mary 
the fifth filter and co-heivels of 
Richard Woodville, earl of Rivers, 
by whom he had only a daughter, 
elizabeth, who married Charles 
Somerfet, earl of Worcetter, ancettor 
to the prefent duke of Beaufort. 





The laft-mentioned Sir Richard 
Herbert of Ewyas, married Mar- 
garet, daughter and heirefs of Sir 
Matthew Cradock of Swanfea, in 
Glamorganfhire, knight, by whom 
he had ifflue, William, who was 
created earl of Pembroke; Sir 
George Herbert of Swanfea, knight, 
who wedded Elizabeth, daughter 
and co-heirefs of Sir Thomas Berk« 
lev, by whom he had a numerous 
iflue; and Sir Thomas, the third 
fon, from whom is defcended Sir 
Arnold Herbert, knight. 

This William, earl of Pembroke, 
befides feveral grants from king 
Henry VIII. being chief gentleman 
of his privy-chamber and of the 
privy-council; when that prince lay 
on his death-bed, he conftiruted him 
one of his executors, and appointed 
him one of the counfellors to his 
fon prince Edward in all matters 
private and publick: foon after 
whofe fucceflion he went into Wales, 
and kept all quiet there. He alfo 
entirely fuppreffed an infurrection 
of the commons in the fecond year 
of Edward VI. in Wiltthire and 
Somerfetfhire, for which fervices in 
the third year of Edward VI. he 
was made matter of the horfe. In 
the fame year being appointed with 
the lord Ruffel to fupprefs an infur- 
rection in Devonfhire and Corn- 
wall, the rebels were through his 
conduc and vigilance either totally 
difperfed, or moft of them cut to 
pieces. Upon his return, he was 
in Dec. the third year of Edward 
VI. ele&ted one of the knights com- 
panions of the Garter, and April 
enfuing, conftituted lord prefident 
of the Marches in Wales, &c. He 
was twice general of the forces fent 
to Vermandois in Picardy, and twice 
governor of Calais: fo that in re- 
ward

ward of his great fervices, he was in 
the fifth year of Edward VI. by let- 
ters patent, bearing date, Oct. 10, 
advanced to the degree of a baron, 
by the title of lord Herbert of Car- 
diff, and on the morrow after 
created earl of Pembroke. He mar- 
ried to his firft wife lady Anne, 
daughter of ‘Thomas lord Parr of 
Kendal, in Weftmoreland, and filter 
to Catherine Parr, fixth wife of 
king Henry VIII. By this marriage, 
to the family, &c. came the titles 
of Rofs of Kendal, Parr, Marmion, 
St. Quintin, &c. He had iffue two 
fons, Henry Fitz-Hugh who fuc- 
ceeded him, and Sir Edward Her- 
bert of Poole-caftle, but afterwards 
called Red-caftle and Powis-caftle 
in Montgomeryfhire, knt. anceftor 
to the late marquis of Powis; alfo 
one daughter Anne, married to 


Francis lord Talbot, fon and heir 
to George the fixth earl of Shrewf- 
bury. 


Among other. things, this 
earl William was one of the chief 
of the privy-council who figned a 
letter to lady Mary, acknowledging 
the lady Jane Grey lawful queen; 
but perceiving the whole nation to 
be quite averfe againit the duke of 
Northumberland’s proceedings in 
the fettlement of the crown, he was 
amon the firft that formed a party 
for proclaiming queen Mary; upon 
whict fhe toak himinto favour, and 
chofe him general to command the 
forces in fupprefiing the infurrec- 
tion of the Kentithmen, &c. under 
Wyat, who being vanquifhed and 
taken, fulFered death; befides fe- 
veral other places of truft to which 
he was raifed both in the reign of 
Puilyp and Mary, and that of qucen 
Elizabeth. 

Henry, who fucceeded his fa- 
iher in the earldom of Pembroke, 
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and had feveral places of pablick 
truft in queen Elizabeth’s reign, 
was married firft to Catherine, 
daughter to Henry Grey duke of 
Suffolk, from whom he was divore- 
ed. By Catherine the fecond 
lady, daughter to George earl of 
Shrewsbury, he had no iffue. His 
third lady was Mary, daughter to 
Sir Henry Sidney, to whom her bro- 
ther, the celebrated Sir Phil. Sidney; 
dedicated his famous novel called 
Arcadia, and Ben Johnfon alfo en- 
balms her memory by a very beau- 
tiful and well known epitaph. They 
had iffue two fons, William and 
Philip; alfo adaughrter, Anne, who 
died young. William, who fuc- 
ceeded to his father’s titles, had fe- 
veral honourable pofts under king 
James I. and Charles I. He mar- 
ried Mary, the eldeft of the three 
daughters and coheireffes to Gilbert 
earl of Shrewsbury, and by her had 
one fon Henry, who died in his in4 
fancy. Earl Henry was fucceeded by 
Philip his brother and heir, who 
married Sufan, daughter to Edward 
earl of Oxford. And by letters-pa- 
tent, bearing date May 4, in the 
third year of James1. he was ad- 
vanced to the dignity of a baron, 
by the title of lard Herbert of 
Shurland in the ifle of Shepey in 
Kent, as alfo earl of Montgomery, 
befides the public pofts and he- 
nours which he enjoyed. By Sufan 
his firft wife he had feven fons, 
James and [fenry who died young; 
Charles, who married Mary, daugh- 
ter to George duke of Buckingham, 
but died at Florence before cohabi- 
tation ; Philip who fucceeded him 
in his honours; Wiliam who died 
unmarried ; another|james who took 
to wife Jane, daughter of Sir Robert 
Spiller cf Li'cham in Middlefex, 
£2 knight 
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knight (by whom he had a daugh- 
ter, Jane, fecond wife to Sir Walter 
Clarges, bart.) and he is anceftor 
to the Herberts of Kingfey in Ox- 
fordfhire ; and John the youngeft 
fon died without iffue, though he 
had married Penelope, daughter and 
co-heirefs to Pau! vifcount Banning; 
alfo three daughters, Anna-Sophia, 
married to Robert earl of Caer- 
narvon ; Catherine who died young; 
and Mary who died unmarried. For 
his fecond wife, he married Anne, 
fole daughter and heirefs to Gearge 
earl of Cumberland, widow of Ri- 
chard E. of Dorfet, but had no iffue 
by her, Upon this fucceeded Phi- 
lip his fourth fon, who firft married 
Penelope, fole daughter and heirets 
10 Sir Robert Naunton, Knight, 
ynafter of the courts of wards and 
liveries, alfo fecretary of ftate to 
king James I. widow of Paul vii- 
count Banning, by whom he had 
an only fon William who fucceeded 
him. And by his fecond wife Ca- 
therine, daughter to Sir William 
Villers of Brookesby in Leicetter- 
fire, bart. had two fons Philip and

Chomas, with five daughiers, Sulan 


snarnmed to Tohn Jord Paulet of 


Miuton St. George ; Mary to Sir 
fohn Sydenham Brumpton in So- 
merfetthire, bart. and Catherine 
married to Sir john Williams of 
Langibby.cattle in Monmouthfhire, 
bart. Rebecca died unmarried, and 
Aane died an infant. 

William, only foa by the firft 
wife, fucceeded to his fathers ho- 
nours, but dying unmarried, Philip 
his half-brother became his heir, 
who married madam Henriettade 
Querouvail e, youngeft filler to the 
dutchefs of Portfmouth, which laft 
was grandmother to the late duke 
of Richmond. By her he had an only 
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daughter Charlotte, firft married to 
John lord Jefferies, baron Wem, (the 
chancellor’s fon,) who had by her a 
daughter named Henrietta-Louifa, 
countefs of Pontefraét; and after 
lord Jefferies’ deceafe, the faid Char- 
lotte married with Thomas lord 
Montjoy in England, and vifcount 
Windior im Ireland. But the faid 
Philip her father dying without 
iffue-male, the titles deicended ty 
Thomas his brother. 

This Thomas earl of Pembroke, 
among ogher preferments by king 
William, in 1689, was fent amba{- 
fador extraordinary to the ftates- 
general, alfo fworn of the privy- 
council, firft commillioner of the 
admiralty, firft plenipotentiary at 
Ryfwick, in 1697, elected knight of 
the Garter, lord prefident of the 
council, feven times one of the 
lords jultices whilft the kivg was ia 
Holland, and in the laft year of his 
reign, conftituted lord-high-admi- 
ral of England and Ireland, &c. 
Among other preferments wasmade 
prefident of the council in the fe- 
cond year of queen Ann, and inher 
fixth year appointed one of the 
commillioners to treat of an union 
between England and Scotland, af- 
ter which he was made lord-lieute- 
nant of Ireland. In Nov. 1708, 
he was conftituted lord-high-admi- 
ral of Great-Britain and Ireland. 
On thequeen’s demife George I. ap- 
pointed him one of the lords jultices, 
till his arrival from Hanover, at 
whofe coronation he carried the 
fword curtana, as he alfo did at 
that of George I]. This earl, who 
was an excellent judge himfelf, had 
made a noble colleGion of ancient 
marbles at his fine feat of Wilton, 
in Witthire; it confifted of bufts, 
ftatues, bas-relicfs, mifcellanics, &c.

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aifo medals, coins, &c. He married 
to his firft wife Margaret, fole 
daughter of and heirefs to Sir Ro- 
bert Sawyer of High-cleer, in South- 
amptonfhire, knight, attorney-ge- 
neral in king Charles the Ild’s 
reign; and by her he had feven 
fons, Henry his fucceffor earl of 
Penbroke; Robert Sawyer Her- 
bert, Efq; of High-cleer, was one of 
the grooms of the bed-chamber to 
king George I. a commiffioner of 
the revenues in Ireland, member 
for Wilton, &c. He married Mary, 
daughter of John Smith, Efq, fpea- 
ker of the houfe of commons, in 
1705, but had no iffue; Charleswho 
died unmarried; Thomas who was 
a member in three parliaments for 
Newport, in Cornwall, and colonel 
in the foot-guards, died without 
itfue ; William, a captain in the ro- 
yal regiment of horfe-guards, mem- 
ber for Wilton, paymafter to Gib- 
raltar, aid-de-camp to his late ma- 
jelty, and colonel of the queen’s 
regiment of dragoons ; John, who 
died unmarried ; Nicholas became 
member for Wilton, on his brother 
Thomas’s deceafe: he married ---- 
daughter of Dudley North of Glen- 
ham-hall, in Suffolk, Efq; Alfo five 
daughters, the lady Catherine, mar- 
ried to Sir Nicholas Morris of Wor- 
rington, in Devonfhire, bart. died 
without iffue; lady Margaret, who 
cied unmarried; lady Elizabeth; 
lady Anne died unmarried; and 
lady Rebecca married to William 
the tate lord Abergaveny. Theearl’s 
fecond wife was Barbara, daughter 
to Sir Henry Slingsby of Seriven, in 
Yorkihire, bart. and widow of John 
Jord Arundel, of Trerice, by whom 
he had a daughter the lady Barbara, 
married to William Dudley North 
of Glenham-hall, in Suffolk, E‘q;

who dying, he married to his third 
wife Mary, fifter to Scroop lord vif- 
count How, by whom he had no 
iffue; but the furviving him, was 
married to the honourable Thomas 
Mordaunt, brother to the earl of 
Peterborough. He was fucceeded 
in his titles and eftate by Henry his 
eldeft fon, who, whillt lord Her- 
bert, was on king George d’s ac- 
ceffion to the throne appointed a 
lord of the bedchamber to the prince 
of Wales, and on the latter’s com- 
ing to the crown, he continued him 
in the fame poft. His lordthip ia 
September 1721, was made colonel 
of the firft troop of horfe-guards, 
which he afterwards refigned for 
the-king’s royal regiment of horfe. 
In 1735, he was made groom of the 
ftole, and in 1740, appointed one 
of the lords juitices during his ma* 
jefty’s abfence. Having before 
been gradually promoted to the 
rank of brigadier and major-gene- 
ral, he was in 1741, conttituted 
lieutenant-general, and in 1743, 
again appointed one of the lords 
juitices. In 1733, he martied 
Mary, eldeft daughter of Richard 
vifcount Fitzwilliams of Ireland, 
fince earl of Fitzwilliams, by whom 
he left iffue Henry an only fon, now 
earl of Pemtroke. The countefs 
furviving him, married to her fe- 
cond husband North-Ludlow Bar- 
nard, Efq; major of dragoons. 
Henry earl of Pembroke fucceed- 
ed his father in 1750, an aét was 
paffed for empowering his guardians 
to make leafes of his real eftate dur- 
ing his minority. In 1752, his 
lordfhip on his travels waited on his 
late majefty thep at Hanover, who 
appointed him lord lieutenant of 
Wiltfhire, as his predeceffors for 
fome generations back have been,

A Sheith of the Life of Richard Nath, of Bath, £4; extrafed principally 


from bis original Papers. 


Ichard Nath, Efq; the fubjeét of this 
memoir, was born in the town of 
Swanfea, in Glamorganfhire, on the 18th 
of Odtober, in the year 1674. His father 
was a gentleman whofe principal income 
arofe from a partnerfhip in a glafs-houfe ; 
his mother was niece to col. Poyer, who 
was kijled by Oliver Cromwell, for de- 
fending Pembroke caftle againft the Rebels, 
The dutchefs of Marlborough one day 
vallying him in public company upon the 
ob{curity of his birth, compared him to 
Gil Blas, who was afhamed of his father: 
*““ No, madam, (replied Nafh) I feldoin 
mention my father in company, not he- 
caufe I have reafon to be afhamed of him; 
but becaufe he has fome reafon to be 
afhamed of me.’ He was educatcd un- 
der Mr. Maddocks, at Carmarthen-fchool, 
and from thence fent to Jefus-college in 
Oxford. Before he was feventeen he went 
through al! the mazes and adventures of 
a college intrigue. He offered marriage, 
the offer was accepted ; but the whole af- 
fair coming to his tutors, he .was fent 
home. The army feeming the moft likely 
profeffion for a difplay of gallantry, he 
purchafed a pair of colours: but he foon 
became difguited with the life of a foidier, 
and entered his name as a ftudent in the 
Temple books. His conftant civility, and 
ftill more, his affiduity, gained him the 


acquaintance of feveral perfons qualified 
to lead the fafhion both by birth and for- 
tune. Affurance gave him an air of ele- 
gance and eafe. 

It had been long cuftomary for the inns 
of court to entertain our monarchs upon 
their acceffion to the crown, or fome 
fuch remarkable occafion, with a revel 
and pageant. This ceremony was laf 
exhibited in honour of king William, and 
Mr. Nath was chofen to condué the whole 
with proper decorum, He was then but 
a very young man, but we fee at how 
eaily an age he was thought proper to 
guide the amufements of his country. 
Kinz William was fo well fatisfied with 
his performance, that he made him an of- 
fer of Knighthood. This, however, he 
thought proper to refufe, which in a per- 
fon of his cifpofition feems ftrange. 
**Pleaf: your majefty, (replied he, when 
the offer was made him) if you intend to 
make me a knight, I with it may be one 
of your poor knights of Windfor, and 
then I fhall have a fortune at leaft able 
to fupport my title.” When he was to 
give his accounts tothe maflers of the 
Temple, among other articles, he charged 
Sor making one man happy, 10/, Happening 
to over-hear a poor man ceclare to his 
wife, and a large family of children, that 
toh, would make him happy, he could 
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not, he faid, avoid trying the experiment ; 
but if the charge was not allowed, he was 
ready to refund the money. The mailers 
publicly thanked him for his benevolence, 
and defired that the fum might be doubled. 
This inftance of his humanity is told in 
the Speéfator, though his name is not men- 
tioned. 

Another inftance of his unaccountable 
generofity was this: in tranfactions with 
a friend, Mr. Nath was brought in debtor 
twenty pounds. His friend frequently 
aiked for the money, and was as often 
denied. One day, returning from Nath 
with the ufual affurance of being paid to- 
morrow, he went to one of their mutual 
acquaintance, and relating his difappoint- 
ments, defired him to go and try to bor- 
row twenty pounds from Nafh, and bring 
him the money. This perfon went to 
Nath, affured him, that he fhould certainly 
be undone for want of twenty pounds ; 
and that he had tried all his acquaintance 
without fuccefs. Nath inftantly lent what 
was required, ‘The day after the real cre- 
ditor met Nafh, who immediately bezan 
his ufual excufes, that the billard-room 
had ftript him; that he was never fo 
damnably out of cafh ; but that in a few 
days.—--—The other explained the device 
he had employed. ** You have been too 
many for me, faid Nath. He afked a favour; 
you demanded a debt: to pay you would 
not have encreafed our fiiendfhip, but 
to lend him was procuring a new frend, 
by conferring a new obligation.” 

Nath being at York, and having loft all 

money, fome of his companions 
agreed to equip him with fifty guineas, 
upon provifo, that he fhould ftand at the 
great door of the minfter in a blanket, as 
the people were coming out of church. 
To this propofal he readily agreed. The 
Dean paffing by unfortunately knew him.

What, cried the divine, Mr. Nath in maf- 
querade ? Only 4 Yarkpbire penance, Mr. Dean, 
for hecping bad company, faid Nath, poipang 
to h ns, Some time after this, 
he won a wager of fill greater confe- 
quence, by riding naked through a village 
upon acow.

Bath, ‘Tunbridge, Scarborough, &c, 
were formerly frequented only by fuch as 
really went for relief. It may feem 
ttrange, how the healthy could ever con- 
fent to follow the fick to thofe places of 
fpleen. The truth is, the gaming-table 
was properly the falutary font to which 
fuch numbers flocked. Gaming will ever 
be the pleafure of the rich, The wealthy 
ftake thofe riches which give no real con- 
tent, for an expectation of riches, in which 
they hope for fatisfa€tion, Probably up- 
on this principle; and by the arrival of 
gueen Anne fF there for her health, about 
the year 1703, the city of Cuth became 
in fome meafure frequented by peopie of

under the dire€tion of a mafter of the cere- 
monies, one captain Webiter, a gameiter, 
by which it appears that Bath, even bee 
fore the arrival of Mr. Nath, was iound a 
roper retreat for men of that pro.efhon. 

Sill, however, the amufements ot thie 
place were neitler elegant, nor conducted 
with delicacy, The lodgings were paltry, 
though expenfive. ‘The city was in itfelg 
mean and contemptible. 

None could poffibly conceive a perfon 
more fit to fill this employment than Nafh, 
In a long intercourfe with the world f he 
had acquired an impenetrable affurance ; 
and the freedom with which he was te- 
ceived by the great, furnifhed him with 
vivacity which could be commanded at 
any time, and which fome miftook for 
wit ||.

and he was acquainted with many of their 
private intrigues. He underftood rank 
and precedence, with the utmoft exactnefs, 
was fond of thew and finery himfelf, and 
generally fet a pattern of it to others. 

His firft care when made mafter of the 
ceremonies, or king of Bath, as it is called, 
was to promote a mufic fubfcription. The 
Pump-houfe was next put under the care 
of an officer. Seventeen or eighteen hun- 
dred pounds was raifed this year, and in 
the beginning of 1706, by fubfcription, 
and laid out in repairing the roads near 
the city. The ftreets began to be better 
paved, cleaned and lighted. The houfes 
and ftreets now began to improve ; but 
the company ftill aflembled in a booth to 
drink tea and chocolate, or to game. To 
remedy this inconvenience, by Nath’s di- 
rection, one Harrifon erected a handfome 
affembly-rcmn ; to which were added 
gardens for people of rank and fafhion to 
walk in. In order to proceed in every 
thing like a king, he was refolved to give 
his fubje@s laws, and the rules which ap- 
pear in the pump-room were drawn up by 
himfelf. 

Even the royal family themfelves had 
not influence enough to make him deviate 
from any of thefe rules. The princefs 
Amelia once applying to him for one dance 
more, after he had given the fignal to 
withdraw, he affured her royal highnefs, 
that the eftablifhed rules of Bath refembied 
the laws of Lycurgus, which would admit 
of no alteration, without an utter fubver- 
fion of all his authority. 

As the heart of man is better known by 
his private than his public actions, let us 
take a view of Nath in domeftic life. Here 
we find him the open-hearted, generous, 
good-natured man; one who was ever 
fond of promoting the interefts of his 
friends, his fervants, and dependants, and 
making them happy. In his own houfe

no man perhaps was more regular, chear- 
ful, and beneficent than Mr. Nath, His 
table was always free to thofe who fought 
his friendfhip, or wanted a dinner ; and 
after grace was faid, he ufually accofted the 
company in the following extraordinary 
manner, to take off all reftraint and cere. 
mony. Come, gentlemen, cat and welcome ; 
Spare and the devil choak you. 1 mention this 
circumftance for no other reafon but becaufe 
it is well known, and is confiftent with the 
fingularity of his charaéter and behaiour, 
As Mr. Nath’s thoughts were entirely 
employed in the affairs of his government, 
he was feldom at home but at the time of 
eating or of reft. His table was weil 
ferved, but hig entertainment confifted 
principaily of plain difhes. Boiled chicken 
and roafted mutton were his favourite 
meats, and he was fo fond of the fmall fort 
of potatoes, that he called them Englith 
pine-apples, and generally eat them as 
others do fruit, after dinner. In drink.ng 
he was altogether as regular and abfte- 
mious. Both in this and in eating he 
feemed to confult nature, and obey only 
her dictates. Aiter dinner he generally 
drank one glafs of wine. He feemed fond 
of hot fuppers, ufually fupped about nine 
or ten o'clock, upon a roaft breaft of mut- 
ton and his potatoes; and foon after fup- 
per went to bed; which induced Dr, 
Cheney to tell him, jeftingly, Tar be be- 
haved like other brutes, and lay down as foon 
as be had filled bis belly, Very true (repi ied 
Najb) and this prefeription I bad from my 
nein bbour’s cow, who is a better phyfician thaw 
you, anda Juperior judge of plans, notwith- 


flanding you bave written fo largely on the 


weoctable diet, 

Nafh generally arofe early in the mor- 
ning, being feldom in bed after five; and 
to avoid difturbing the family, and depriv- 
ing the fervants of reft, he had the fire laid 
before he was in bed, and in the morning 
lighted it himfelf, and fet down to read 
fome of his few but well chofen books.

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HISTORY of the Present War, 


Very obftinate and bloody affair has 

happened fince our lail, between the 
corps under the marquis of Granby, and 
yenceral Zaftrow, pofted at the Brucker- 
Muh! upon the Ohme, near Ameneburg, 

a part of the French army; of which 
the following is the moft exa@ account 
hitherto received. 

In the night between the 2oth and a1ft 
te French refolved to get poffeffion of 
Amenebourg, which was defended by one 
battalion of Crufe, and 200 Commandes. 
With this view, they raifed feveral batte- 
ries, and took poffeffion, in the night, of 
the Brucker-Muhl; where they raifed a 
{mall breaft-work, and a kind of trench, 
to fecure the entrance. 

A redoubt on this fide of the river, and 
jut oppofite the bridge, was defended by 
1co men, whom they attacked in the mor- 
ning, but without being able to carry it. 
They planted at the fame time fome can- 

nat the foot of the bill of Amzneburg, 
avout 200 paces from the bridge, in order 
to bear on the redoubt, Lord Granby's 
wicle corps moved that way; gen. Wiffen- 
bach marched to Kirchayn, and eight bat- 
talions, and four fquadrons, into the wood 
of Stautzenberg. In proportion as the 
number of cannon on the fide of the allies 
encreafed, that of the French did fo like- 
wife, cll they brought up twenty picces of 

ivy artillery, All the Heffian and 
keburgh, half of the Hanoverian 
artillery, was placed upon the height of 
srucker-Mull ; and from break of day 
dark at night, a moft terrible firing 
ontinued without intermiffion, The 
allies maintained the redoubt, and the 
French the Mill. Hiftory, it is Believed, 
can fcarce furnith an inftance of fo cb- 
itinate a difpute. ‘The troops ih the re- 
couwbt were confantly relieved, after 
having fied 60 charges ; and towards 
the clofe of the day, 17 complete bar- 
ions had been employed in that fervice. 
The redoubt was expofed to thie fire of the 
¢ ir artillery, at the diffance of about 
) paces 5 and to that of all their {mall 

” Ott: sber, 3762 
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arms within 40 paces diftance. The oldeft 
foldiers fay, they never faw fo fevere a can- 
nonade ; fince; tho’ there were near so 
pieces of cannon employed, their execu- 
tion was confined to the fpace of about 
400 paces; and not only the fire of the ar- 
tillery, but of the mufquetry too, of the 
two oppofite pofts, was not intermitted a 
fingle moment for near 15 hours. The 
troops which, towards the conclufion of the 
affair, came there late in the day, made 
ule of the dead bocies to raife the parapet 
a little, which was almoft levelled. 

While the French were attacking the 
redoubt, they played likewife fome batte- 
ries on Amsenebourg, and affaulted it three 
times bat without fuccefs. On the 22d, 
every ching was quiet, and the works on 
both fides were repaired without molefta- 
tion, 

After a fire from the French which laft~ 
ed all night, and by which they had made 
a practicable breach, the garrifon of 
Amenebourg ferrendered prifoners. In 
confequence of which, on the 23d, the 
enemy pufhed forward the right of their 
camp, and pofted a body between Amane- 
bourg and Kleinfeelheim. The lofs of 
the allies was near 800 men, Killed and 
wounded; that of the enemy by all ac- 
coumts much more copfiderable. The 
French generals de Caftries and Saresfelde 
were dangaroufly wounded in the action. 

Nothing material has patied between the 
two armies fince the above action. As to 
the town of Caffel, M. Diesbach, the 
French commandant there, having reject- 
ed allthe terms offered him, and perfifted 
in holding the place, though the only fub- 
fiftence left for the garrifon was bre 
made of oats, and no great quantity of 
that néither remained ; the hgavy battering 
cannon was again broughr, and the trenches 
were cpentd on the 16th of this- month 
with the iofs of about Zo men killed, and 
fevera! wounded. The garrifofi made fee 
veral faliies to interrupt the approaches of 
the allics, bur without fuccefs. 

By advices from Silefia it appears, that 
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the gartifon of Schweidnitz furrendered to 
the Pruffians, prifoners of war, on the oth 
of this month ; after having held out two 
months and one day fiom the opening of 
the trenches. 

The befiegers {prung a mine in the 
might between the 8tii and oth inftant, 
which they had been feveral days at work 
upon ; the effect of which was fo great, 
that it blew a great part of the rampart 
into the dich; and as foom as the day 
appeared, the Pruffians were preparing to 
ftorm the piace at the breach. The com- 
mandant, count de Guefco, feeing that all 
further refillance would be to no purpofe; 
beat a pariey at half an hour after nine in 
the moroing ; and furrendered the garri- 
fon, confifting of 8o0c men. After the 
Auftrians had laid down their arms, and 
the Pruffians were in poffeffion of the 
place, general de Guafco the commandant, 
Was introduced to the king, who received 
him with diftinewifhing marks of refped, 
and highly extolled the gallant defence he 
had made. The fame day his Pruffian 
majefty returned to his former quarters at 
Peterfwalde, having fent a large reinforce- 
ment to prince Henry into Saxony, who 
has been hard pufhed lately by general 
Haddock, and general Hulfon, tho’ with 
little advantage to tem, as he had repul- 
fed them in attacks with confiderable 
lofs. 

By advices from Lifbon we learn, that 
the garrifon of Almeida fursendered to 
the Spaniards on the 2<th of Auguft, hav- 
ing capitulated on condition of not ferv- 
ing againft Spain for fix months. 

Marthal count dela Lippe in a letter to 
the ear! of Egromont informs him of his 
having detaclied brigadier gen. Burzoyne 
with his regiment and 17 companies of 
grenadiers to make an attack on Valencia 
d’Alcantara, from whence they diflodged 
the enemy fword in hand. ‘The Spanith 
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regiment of Sevilie was entirely deftroyed, 
A major-genera!, a colonel, a captain, five 
lieutenants, three ftands of colours, and 
all the private men were taken that ef. 
caped the fword. The lofs of the Britith 
troops was very inconfiderable, viz. lieur, 
Burk of col, Frederick’s, 1 ferjeant, and 
3 private killed ; 2 ferjeants, 1 drummer, 
and 13 private, wounded. 

Since this event the Spaniards have 
made themfelves mafters of Salvaterra 
and the caftle of Segura. In the garri- 
fon of the former 452 men were made 
prifoners, and fome warlike ftores taken. 
The Spaniards have not fince thefe little 
fuccefles made any material progrefs; 
and the Englith and Portugufe troops 
are entrenched about eight miles from 
Abrantes, the pafs for Lifbon 3 which will 
ftop the progrefs of the Spaniards, and 
cover that metropolis, 

The count dela Lippe has fent divers 
couriers to the king of Portugal, com- 
plaining againft feveral of bis fubjeds 
about their fhewing fo little affection to 
the Britith troops, and refufing to fur- 
nith what may be reafonably expected 
fiom them. He alfo complains of the 
many Portuguefe officers, whofe ditobe- 
dience and floth have occafioned the mif- 
carriages of fome projects formed againft 
the enemy. In confequence of thefe com- 
plaints, his Portuguefe majefty has wrote 
circular letters to his generals, in which 
he exhorts them to pot confidence 
in the talents and experience of the 
count de la Lippe, and do their duty 
well. What effe& thefe remonftrances 
may have on the condu& of the Portu- 
guefe troops, we cannot pretend to fay 5 
but it is certain that hitherto they feemed 
to have very little notion of venturing 
their lives for the defence of their coun- 
try. 
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HEN the doke of Bedford landed 
at Calais, M. Becquet de Cocove, 
prefident of the court of juftice at that 
that place, attended by all the king’s offi- 
cers, waited on his grace atthe inn, and 
complimented him in the following terms ;

It wis eftimated at the Havannah, that 
the money and effeGs at that place, be- 
longing to the king of Spain, will amount 
to four millions flerling, 

The joy expreifed by all ranks on this 
occation, is unbounded ; not only as this 
acquifition is in itfelf great, and gives an 
additional! luftre to his majcfty’s arms, al- 
eady fo formidable over all the globe ; 
but as it has a tendency to imprefs our 
enemies, efpecially our moft recent one, 
with a due fenfe of the fingular ardour and 
intrepidity of the Britith foldiers and fai- 
lors, to whofe undaunted valour no enter- 
prize, however dangerous, has-been found 
fuperior ; but mufl {peecily difpofe them

Captain Doug!as of the Syren was dif- 
patched at the fame time as capt.

Tullikin, who was pofted on an ecmi- 
nence in the narroweft part of the hare 
bour’s mouth, and could hear their noife, 
but could not difcern any of their ships.
